Salvagers Depart Today for 
Wreck Lying in 15 
Feet of Water. 


Lieut. Frank H. Conant, attach- 
ed to the bureau of aeronautics of 
this city, a member of the Schnei- 
der cup team, and rated as one of 
the navy’s. best fliers, is believed 
to have lost his life yesterday when 
@ seaplane he was flying from the 
Washington naval air station to 
the Hampton Roads base, plunged 
into Chesapeake bay, 30 miles 
north of Norfolk. 

At a late hour last night no 
trace of him had been found, and 
efforts to raise the plane had been 
unsuccessful. The crash is said to 
have occurred at 1:30 p. m., an 
hour and a half after he had left 
the Anacostia base. Although no 
one is reported to have witnessed 
the disaster, the roar of the plane’s 
motors and the noise of the crash 
are said to have attracted several 
to the scene within a few minutes. 

The number of the wrecked plane, 
A6970, was identified by officers 
of the Naval Air Station here as 
identical with the number of the 
craft in which the navy flier left 
the Anacostia base. He was alone. 

Will Send Salvagers Today. 

Worried when Lieut, Conant did 
not arrive at the Hampton Roads 
air station on schedule, officials of 
the base sent out a search plane 
in late afternoon. Before it return- 
ed, without news of the flier, the 
station had been informed of the 
finding of the wrecked craft, about 
3% miles north of Newpoint light. 
The news came too late to safely 
send planes to the scene. 

Early today two planes and an 
airplane tender, manned by a hun- 
dred men in all, will be sent to sal- 
vage the wreck, Lieut. J. Stanley, 
of the Hampton Roads base, said 
last night. The wreck lies in 15 
feet of water, he said. Lieut.eStan- 
ley held little hope that Conant 
possibly could have escaped.

timistic when interviewed last 
night. “I will not believe he is| 
dead until I receive more definite 
information,” she said. ‘‘He knew 
how to fly too well to have had 
such an accident.” 

Rear Admiral William A. Mof- 
fett, chief of the Bureau of Aero- 
nautics, last night said Lieut. Co- 
nant was one of the best fliers in 
the navy. He had been selected to 
participate in the speed races No- 
vember 11, to be held over Hamp- 
ton Roads, with the Navy Schneider 
cup team. 

Weather Termed Murky. 


According to an Associated Press 
dispatch from Norfolk, when the 
crash occurred the weather was 
murky. A man on shore heard the 
engine of a,plane, then heard it 
stop. A moment later there was a 
crashing sound, then silence. A 
party went off from shore and 
found a considerable amount of 
wreckage and. oil floating on top of 
the water at a spot about one mile 
from land.

FALSE ALARMS SOUNDED 


Amid the wail of saxophones— 
the modern banshee cry—the Na-

The celebration, of course, was 
not confined to the jazz and tinsel 
area. In hurdreds of homes, where 
the noise consisted of phonograph 
music and childish laughter, there 
were parties of the old-fashioned 
variety.

‘W. J. Barbee, Jr., 19, Is 
Killed After Argument 
at Sligo Road House.

Halloween festivities at the Blue 
Ridge Pleasure club on the Sligo 
road took a tragic turn at midnight 
last night when William 7. Bar- 
bee, jr., 19 years old, of 1822 Ver- 
non street northwest, was shot to 
death following an argument with 
Richard Henry Rule, 22 years old, 
of 1627 Sixteenth street northwest, 
manager of the club. 

Rule was arrested by Policeman 
J. Scoville, first policeman to reach 
the scene, and at an early hour 
this morning was held at the Thir- 
teenth precinct police station for 
the Maryland authorities. Police 
say he admitted shooting Barbee. 

The Halloween celebration was at 
its height when Barbee, who was a 
son of former Detective Barbee, 
and twelve men friends in five 
automobiles pulled up to the en- 
trance of the club, which is about 
two miles from Burnt Mills, Md. 
Rule came out to greet the party, 
it was said. 

“‘Here’s the jolly Scotchman,” 
said someone in the Barbee party, 
referring to Rule, who was cos- 
tumed as a Scotch highlander. This 
remark angered Rule, it was said. 

Eighteen Witnesses Detained. 

Eighteen persons were detained 
as witnesses. Their accounts of the 
killing varied, but the most logical 
story police could gather at an 
early hour this morning follows: 

After the remark about the 
‘“‘Scotchman’’ had been made there 
was an argument and fist fight. 
Rule is said to have been under 
the impression that ‘the visitors 
were holdup men. He explained he 
didn’t want to take any chances 
and fearing Barbee and his twelve 
friends meant him no good he 
fired. 

Only one shot was fired. It en- 
tered Barbee’s head, killing him 
almost instantly. He was dead 
when his body reached 
Reed hospital. The bullet was fired 
from a German-made automatic 


pistol, 
The shooting took place on the 


merrymakers whirled about to the 
tunes of a jazz band inside. Po- 
lice seized a small quantity of liq- 
uor as evidence. 

Surrenders to Police. 

Rule surrendered willingly and 
explained to Policeman Scoville his 
fear of hold-up men. He said only 
two days ago he had shot a negro.

TEXAS PREACHER FACES. 
MURDER TRIAL MONDAY 


Norris, Who Shot High Fort 
Worth Mason, Charges 
Catholic Plot. 


CITY IS SPLIT BY CASE

Fort Worth, Tex., Oct. 30.—A 
clergyman will sit in  prisoner’s 
dock in district court here Monday 
and ask a jury of twelve of his 
peers to wash his hands clean of 
another man’s blood. The man will 
be the Rev. J. Frank Norris, of the 
First Baptist church, firebrand of 
the Baptist faith in the South, and 
on his hands is the blood of D. E. 
Chipps, whom he shot to death in 
the church office here on July 17. 

Norris will go into court not only 
with the moral support of his church 
membership united behind him but 
with thousands of dollars they have 
poured into a homely old wash tub 
that has stood for weeks in front 
of the pulpit in the First Baptist 
church. He asks no quarter because 
he wears the cloth. 

“T ask no favors, I ask no mercy, 
only the same consideration that a 
bootlegger or negro crap shooter 
enjoys, the inalienable right of de- 
fense,”’ he declared recently in con- 
firming the report that his fight 
would be based on a plea of self- 
defense. 

When Judge George Hosey raps 
for order Monday, it is the unani- 
mous opinion of Fort Worth and 
the Southwest that one of the bit- 
terest trials in the history of the 
Southwest will be under way. 

Chipps was a Shriner, a wealhy 
and influential business man and 
a close friend of Mayor Meacham, 
of Fort Worth. He went to his 
death when he sought to stop Nor- 
ris’ vitriolic pulpit attacks on the 
Meacham administration. That fact 
has split Fort Worth into two 
deadly hostile factions. 

On the other hand, Norris, though 
hated by many with the hatred that 
only religious intolerance can breed, 
has built up a powerful following in 
the last decade. Frowned on by 
the Baptist “regulars’’ of Texas, 
kicked out of their councils at one 


State convention, he has drawn to- 
gether by his magnetic personality 
the largest Baptist Sunday schoo] in 
the world and one of the strongest 
churches in the nation.

But Progressives to Gain 
in Their Balance of 
Power in Senate. 


SIX MAJORITY SEEN 
FOR REPUBLICANS 


Democrats Are Confident and 
Will Increase Strength in 
Upper Chamber. 


By NORMAN W. BAXTER. 

Organization of the Senate and 
House of Representatives in the 
Seventieth Congress seems destin- 
ed to remain in the hands of the 
Republican party. 

"Party estimates, always more pol- 
itical than truthful, have leaned 
this year even more than usual in 
the former direction. There exists 
no reasonable basis for believing 
either that there will be no 
Republican losses—especially in 
the Senate—or that the Democrats 
will, through the medium of an off- 
year landslide, obtain control of 
both branches of Congress. 

The probabilities are that the 
Senate will be more than ever under 
the dominion of the progressive Re- 
publican group which holds the bal- 
ance of power now, and that the 
House to all intents and purposes 
will in make-up and character vary 
but slightly from its present com- 
position. 

Biggest Change in Senate. 

The greatest changes may be ex- 
pected in the Senate, where the 
political cards are so stacked that 
the Republicans can make no gains, 
and where, in consequence, the 
Democrats have centered the great-. 
est strength of their campaign op- 
position to the rule of the majority 
party. 

Control of either of the legislative 
branches of the~ national govern- 
ment would be a doubtful privilege 
from the standpoint of major Dem- 
ocratic strategy, since it would nul 
lify the plea of avoidance that the 
party can make in 1928 in the event 
that the Republicans retain their 
hold. There is no evidence, how- 
ever, that the minority has relaxed 
any present effort on that account. 

The campaign for Senate seats 
has undoubtedly been waged with 
all earnestness and intensity, and 
it is the upper branch of Congress 
that the Democrats entertain the 
greatest hopes of being in com- 
manding position when the next 
session meets. 


34 Seats to Be Filled, 


There are 34 seats in the bal- 
ance on Tuesday, two more than 
normally due to additional vYa- 
cancies in Massachusetts and In- 
diana. The present division of 
strength finds 56 members of the 
Senate listed as Republicans, 39 as 
Democrats and one who gives al- 
legiance to the Farmer-Labor 
party. 

A shift of 10 seats will give the 
Democrats organization control. 
Every one of the 27 seats now Re- 
publican which the G. O. P. loses 
means that it will be easier for the 
progressive bloc to dictate the 
course Which legislation will take. 

The facts of the _ situation, 
viewed as nearly impartially as pos- 
sible, give the Republicans 14 of 
the places at issue beyond any 
reasonable doubt, The same 
premises assure the Democrats of 
the seven seats which they now 
hold, all in Southern States, and to 
which Democrats will again be re 
turned. 

What changes are to be affected 
are likely, therefore, to come in 
the remaining 13 contests. These 
are susceptible in 10 instances to 
influences which give one of the 
parties the greater cause for optl- 
mism, and leave the remaining. 
three. States in a class that make 
any prediction, definite or indethy 
nite, more than hazardous.

Has the President now been given 
the power to dismiss any officer of 
the army, navy or marine corps 
without trial by court-martial? 

This is the enigma which has 
come up to interest army and navy 


circles as a result of the Supreme 
Court’s sweeping decision Monday 
which denied to the Congress the 
right to restrict the President's 
power respecting the removal of 
Federal officers appointed by him 
and with the advice and consent of 
the Senate. 

The impression has prevailed in 
legal circles that the decision does 
not affect the army or the navy, but 
some of the legal authorities con- 
nected with both services take a 
different view. The Army and 
Navy Journal, a 
tually takes the position that the 
President’s power of dismissal over 
officers in both services is made 
absolute by the Supreme Court. And 
the announcement to this effect in 
the last issue of the paper is under- 
stood to be based on inquiries at 
both the War and Navy depart- 
ments. 

It is emphasized, too, that As- 
sociate Justice McReynolds, in his 
diseenting opinion, made the fol- 
lowing statement: 

“Again and again Congress has 
enacted statutes prescribing restric- 
tions on removals, and by approving 
them many Presidents have af- 
firmed its power therein. The fol- 
lowing are some of the officers who 
have been or may be appointed with 
consent of the Senate under such 
restricting statutes: 

“Officers of the army and navy; 
comptroller general * 

“Bvery one of these situa, we 
are now told in effect, holds his 
place subject to the President’s 
pleasure or caprice.’’

is little doubt expressed 
to the application of the 
decision to the case of the comp- 
troller general. But respecting 
army and navy officers, it is pointed 
out that the constitution vests in 
the Congress and not in the Presi- 
dent the power to make rules and 
regulations ‘‘for the land and naval 
forces.”’ Thus it is contended the 
statutes governing the dismissal of 
such officers are based on the con- 
stitution and can not therefore be 
invalidated. 

The Supreme Court’s majority 
decision does not go into the ques- 
tion respecting army and navy of- 
ficers so that there is one pro- 
nounced opinion among legal au- 
thorities here which contends that 
the power of removal respecting 
these officers is not affected one 
way or the other by the decision. 
If the Supreme Court had wished 
to pass on this important point it 
would have so stated, it is con- 
tended. 

Furthermore, Chief Justice Taft’s 
opinion, citing the fact that the 
Congress may retain control of the 
removal of inferior officers in cases 
where the Constitution vests the 
Congress with the power to limit 
and regulate them, is construed to 
mean that the Supreme Court

TD BE MOVING FORCE 
IW ZIONIST MEETING 


300 Jewish Religious Leaders 
Will Assemble Here No- 
vember 8 and 9. 


SEE FULFILLMENT OF 
DREAM OF PALESTINE 


Mizrachi Activity Brings the 
Establishment of Colonies 
Over New Country. 


The long cherished hope of a 
reestablishment of the Jewish 
homéland in Palestine will be the 
moving force behind the delibera- 
tions of the twelfth annual con. 
ference of the Zionist Mizrachi or. 
ganization to be held November 8 
and $ in the Jewish Community 
center. 

Three hundred Jewish religious 
leaders will assemble at the con. 
ference to discuss various prob- 
lems arising in the great program 
of bringing Jews back into the 
fold of their ancient land, to erect 
once more a national unity. 

The hope of assembling back in 
Palestine has been a forlorn dream 
among Jews for nearly 2,000 
years. Since the destruction of 
the ancient Hebrew temple in 
Jerusalem, and the dispersion o 
Judea’s people, this longing of 
Jews has been countered by 
despair. 

However, Washington Zionists 
express the opinion that’ the 
dream is about to be fulfilled. Mil. 
lions of orthodox Jews are behind 
the movement, and the prospect 
of a new Palestine never has been 
brighter than it is today, it is de- 
clared. 

Although less than a third of a 
century old, the modern Zionist 
movement has replanted Jewish 
life on the spot that still is dear 
to the hearts of the majority of 
Jews. Town, cities, schools, fac. 
tories and farms have sprung up 
in the various colonies started as 
a result of this present-day move. 
ment. ; 


On Orthodox Lines. 


The Mizrachi organization, which 
in effect is the right wing of the 
Zionist movement, has for its prim- 
ary purpose, it is explained by the 
local leaders, the rebuilding of Pal- 
estine along the lines of orthodox 
Judaism. The name ‘Mizrachi’ is 
derived from the Hebrew ‘‘miz- 
rach,’’ meaning east, and is signifi- 
cant of the custom of orthodox 
Jews in facing eastward, toward 
Palestine, during their prayers. 

As a result of the Mizrachi ac- 
tivity, colonies have been estab- 
lished in various sections of the 
new country. Supporters of the 
movement are responsible for 562 
schools, including centers of higher 
learning, banks, commercial, in- 
dustrial and other enterprises inci- 
dent to the establishment of mod- 
ern communities.

Pianist and Violinist Give 
Memorable Program at 
Chamber Auditorium. 


CHOPIN SONATA SCORES 


Mrs. Calvin Coolidge. was one of 
the audience in the Chamber Music 
Auditorium of the Library of Con- 
gress yesterday afternoon who ap- 
plauded the memorable program 
given by Alfred Cortot, pianist and 
Joseph Szgetti, violinist, in one of 
the series of recitals being given 
there. 

The many admirers of Cortot, 
who has played 4n Washington be- 
fore, found new beauties in his 
performance.

PENSION PLAN TODAY 


Ministers Will Point Out the fs 


Needs and Benefits of 
Service Proposal. 


STIPENDS WILL RANGE | 


FROM $600 TO $2,000 | 


Washington Campaign Is 
$135,000 in the National 


Budget of $15,000,000. 


Pension Sunday will be observed 
in all 39 Presbyterian churches of 
the Washington presbytery today, 
when ministers will present to their 
congregations an outline of the need 


and bénefits of the new service pen- 
sion plan of the church, which in 
future years will provide annual 
stipends ranging from {$600 to 
$2,000 for ministers and mission- 
aries who have served 35 years. 

The local campaign for $135,000 
in the national appeal for a budget 
of $15,000,000 needed to put the 
plan into operation will be launch- 
ed here Wednesday evening at 6:30 
at a banquet of all pastors, execu- 
tives and committeemen from all 
Presbyterian churches of this dis- 
trict, in the Franklin Square hotel. 

The local solicitation, which will 
run concurrently with drives in Bal- 
timore, Wilmington, Philadelphia 
and other Eastern cities, will last 
through November 15. Campaigns 
will be conducted subsequently in 
central and Western cities, winding 
up in California next May, when the 
next general assembly is to be held 
in San Francisco. 

The last general assembly in Bal- 
timore, aroused over the totally in- 
adequate funds for retired ministers 
and missionaries available under 
the old benevolences system, direct- 
ed that an open campaign be held 
nationally to raise the $15,000,000 
budget necessary to make the new 
plan possible. This fund is_ for 
caring for those servants of the 
church who will be retired before 
the new plan becomes self-sustain- 
ing. 

John B. Larner, chairman of the 
local campaign, announced last 
night that but three report meet- 
ings will be held during the appeal 
here. Following the opening ban- 
quet meeting, there will be a report 
session of workers in the Franklin 
Square hotel November 8, a second 
on November 12 and the closing 
meeting of the drive November 15. 

Though no solicitation has been 
on here, yet, committee 
workers have been assured the gift 
of several thousand dollars, officials 
anrounced. 


SCHOOLBOY PATROL 
EXTENSION IS URGED 


Experiment Here Successful, 
Says President Henry, 
of A. A. A. 


Extension of the school-boy pa- 
trol, in effect here, on a nation-wide 
scale, was suggested by the Ameri- 
can Automobile association yester- 
day in a statement praising the 
safety work performed in several 
cities by these youthful watchers at 
streets in the vicinity of schools. 
Commenting of the results attained, 
Thomas P. Henry, president of the 
association, said: 

“The experiment has proved suc- 
cessful. Wherever the older boy in 
their school have been given re- 
sponsibility for protecting the 
younger children in crossing the 
streets at the peak hour of traffic, 
accidents are being reduced. Apart 
altogether from this very practical 
and much desired result, the plan 
has made a wonderful contribution 
to the development of the safety in- 
stinct among school children and 
has helped materially to put across 
the idea of safety as part of the 
curriculum. 

“The idea of selecting the boys, 
or the girls for that matter, who 
stand best in their work and gen- 
eral conduct, for patrol duty is a 
splendid training for future citi- 
zenship. The leaven passes through 
the school mass and in addition to 
*he fact that it helps to save lives 
now, we can feel assured that the 
child who is taught safety for the 
first year of his school life is not 
likely to develop into a careless mo- 
torist or pedestrian.”

Diet Finally Compromises on 
Standing While Executive 
Message Is Read. 


DISPUTE OVER POWER 


Warsaw, Oct. 30 (By A. P.).— 
Parliament has reached a compro- 
mise with the Pilsudski govern- 
ment on the controversial point as 
to whether it wil] hear the reading 
of the presidential decree next 
week while standing. 

The diet, some of whose mem- 
bers are fearful of the ascendancy 
of the executive over the legisla- 
ture, today agreed to listen to the 
decree at the opening of the session 
while standing on condition that it 
will be read by the president per- 
sonally. President Moscicki has 
agreed to appear in person when 
the sessions open. 

Certain members of the diet, on 
learning that Marshal Pilsudski had 
decided the diet should stand while 
the presidential decree was read, 
nad declared that they would make 
the matter one of principle to de- 
termine whether the diet or the 
executive represented the supreme 
power in Poland.

Jump Into Plays on Defense; Haughton. 
Taught; Them n to Wait.

N without a détailed explana- 

' tion of Arnold Horween’s sys- 
tem of teaching young to play foot- 
ball it would appear that Mr. Hor- 
ween has a very good system, for it 
enabled Harvard’s young men to 
lick the Dartmouth team, including 
Eddie Dooley and Dick Black, re- 
cently. 

Young Mr. Dooley and young Mr. 
Black, which latter young man is 
described as sophomore, registered 
from Chicago and so modest that 
he would just as lief be called John 
Doe on the scorecard, were the au- 
thors of the principal objections as 
Harvard pounded away in that 
teeter-totter tumult up in Boston to 
win at last, 16 to 12. 

They ‘played so hard that you 
would have thought these two were 
the only men on the team, whereas 
the fact was that they were merely 
the only two redoubtables who 
could not be handled by Harvard.

Probably no other . team 
wotld have been able to handle 
them without the judicious use 
of a horse moccasin tn the 
clinches, which soothing uten- 
sil is said to be favored in cer- 
tain football games in the re- 
gion of Pittsburgh.

It also suggests pages of signals 
written in code numerals or in ob- 
scire languages, in which the 
phrase ‘“‘Gallia est omnis divisa in 
partes tres, soixante quinze, oy 
gevalt!”’ is likely to méan nothing 
more serious than an end run by 
the right halfback if possible. 

Your correspondent therefore in-

Harvard in ‘those days, what the 
Haughton system was. 


“Oh,” he anid, ‘it wae a fid- 
die-around that was all 
right in the days when Har- 
vard was getting a lot of beefy 
fellows who could dig in up to 
their ankles and stand the 
gound against a rush. Under 
the Haughton system, when 
you were on the defensive you 
were aupposed to stand upright 
and box the attacking players 
away with your hands, pawing 
them this way and that and 
throwing them down. 


“You were supposed to wait un- 
til the play developed, then step in 
and stop it. The game changed, 
and Haughton changed his system 
after he left Harvard, but Bob 


Fisher continued to teach it in its/ 


purest form. The result was that 
the other fellows were sweeping 
then out or ‘rolling them over and 
then walking on them.’ ”’ 

“Then what is the tew system?”’ 
he was asked. 

“Horween is teaching them mid- 
the noted 
authority said.. “He teaches them 
to go right in and make inquries 
the instant the ball is snapped,,/to 
learn which way the play is going 
and dump somebody éven if the 
ball is going the other way. But 
the technique is not as important 
as the spirit of the thing.’ He in- 
structs them to go in and make 
themselves unpleasant instead of 
‘fiddling around.’ ”’ 

So this is as far as one great 
football authority’s knowledge goes 
regarding the detalis of the Hor- 
ween system, althottgh he has been 
paying some attention to it from an 
expert viewpoint at close range.

Any pupil, in order to represent 
his school in-athletics, must be tak- 
ing at least four major subjects and 
receive passing grades in each at 
the close of every advisory period 
of six weéks.' Should he fail in any 
subject, he is out of competition for 
six weeks and is not eligible to rep- 
resent his school even against teams 
other than those composing the 
high school league. 

No boy may represent any school 
for more than four years nor be in 
competition after reaching the age 
of 21. 

He may not represent any other 
institution or club during the sea- 
son of the sport he is engaging in 
for his high school nor may he be- 
long to any unapproved student or- 
ganization.

Soccer May Find Place 


On High Sport Program 


Athletic Director White Believes British Game 
Ideal to Fill Gap Between Football, Base- 
ball Seasons—Good Contests Today.

high schools in 1921, when teams | 
were formed at Eastern and Central | 
and played several games with local | 


tions. 


Being aware that the cost, of | 
equipping a soccer team isneg- | 
ligible and that. there is, little 
danger of injury, White is posi- _. | 
tive that soccer is the sport to | 
occupy the time of high school 
athletes in the wintér months. 
He also brought out the fact 
that it is incomparable as an 
interclass sport. 


Soccer is played at present in 
junior high and elementary schools, 
direct feeders of the senior high 
schools; therefore trained material 
is pouring into the highest branches 
of public learning every season, 
quite different from football, which 
jis unknown to many of the young- 
sters before entering high school.’ 

Whether’ soccer in the high 
schools is an established fact this 
year or next is not so much of a 
worry to soccer fans now as they 
have their own league and are sup- 
plied six games every Sunday, 
which seems like a dream to some 
of the old-timers, who used to jour- 
ney to Baltimore to see their fa- 
vorite sport. 

William G. Birch, president. of 
the Washington.» Soccer league, 
stated when interviewed on the 
possibilities of soccer in the high 
schools that, naturally, it: would be 
a great boon for the game and that 
he was certaih that the good, clean 
spom and exercise’that the schools 
would derivé from it would more 
than compensate them for: the ‘ef- 
forts made to organize. 

Mr. Birch said that he hoped the 
high school authorities would wit- 
ness at least one of the matches 
carded for today, as it so happens 
that evenly-matched teams ase 
listed to play in most. instances.

Dane, president of the North Ameri- 
can Co., wrote Representative Fred- 
erick N. Zihlman, chairman of the 
sHouse District cimmittee, a letter 
‘setting forth his corporation’s hold- 
ings at that time. The letter was 
discovered in the files yesterday by 
Maj. W. FEF. R. Covell, assistant to 
«the engineer commissioner. 

The letter said the North Ameri- 
Can Co. owned 51,750 shares of 
Washington Railway & Electric Co. 
stock, all told, including common 
and preferred, out of a total combin- 
ed issue of 150,000 shares; 4,002, 
out of 127,00 shares of Capital Trac- 
tion (Co. stock and 21,126, out of 
21,600 shares of Washington Rapid 
Transit". stock. These inivest- 
ment were said to total around $5,- 
000,000. The letter said that, except 
nm the case of the bus company, the 
New York concern had not attempt- 
ed to control management.

a hold-up for the purpose of get- 
ting newspaper publicity. The de- 
partment did not make public the 
| name of the informant who related 
| this. 

=n adopting the shicide theory at 
this late date the department 
throws aside as worthless the testi- 
mony of Mrs. Annie Stauff, a heigh- 
bor, who said she heard several men 
talking in the alley before the shot 
was fired. 

In this connection, it was ex- 
plained that Mrs. Stauff, a woman 
80 years old, could not have been 
positive of what she heard. 


Pistol Never Traced. 


The department also confessed 
that it had been unable to trace 
ownership of the pistol, except that 
it now believed it to bé the aame 
one given Scrivener by Detective 
George Darnell in the presence of 


Detective Thomas Sweeney. 

Darnell and Sweeney, it ‘now ap- 
pears, related the incident to their 
superiors ‘‘several days’’ after 
Scrivenér’s death, but nothing was 
said about it for publication until 
last night. 

The same ig true.of the cartridges 
found in Scrivener’s locker. They 
were found, it was said, “a few 
days’’ after the death, but, like the 
pistol incident, nothing was men- 
tioned of it. 

No explanation was made of the 
position taken earlier in the inves- 
tigation by the principal investi- 
gators who held at that time that 
Scrivener undoubtedly had been 
murdered. 

In fact, it is recalled, the depart- 
ment offered a reward for the cap- 
ture of the slayer and permitted 
the offer to stand even after it had 
changed its theory of the killing. 

The department also confessed it 
has thus far been unable to trace 
Scrivener’s movements from 12:20 
a. m., when he was seen driving in 
his automobile north on Wiecon- 
sin avenue, to 1:02 or 1:08 a. m., 
when he was shot. 


Inquest is Poégtponed. 


Whether the coroner's office, 
which will be in charge of the in- 
quest which, incidentally, last night 
was postponed one week from next 
Monday, will agree with the suicide 
theory remains to be seen. Present 
indications are that it will not, al- 
though it may be brought around to 
that view by subsequent events. 

In this connection there was one 
little thing which happened last 
night which may, or may not, be 
significant. Just as the conference 
with polfce officials was breaking 
up, Dr. Josexh Rogers, deputy coro- 
ner, appeared. He was warned by 
Inspector Pratt not to express any 
opinion about the case. Plainly the 
officials and detectives present 
would have been more at ease if Dr, 
Rogers had not been there. 

In any event those wh8B have 
closely followed the investigation 
will be interested to know whether 
medical men will permit a coroner's 
jury to be led to believe that Scrive- 
ner was in fact as ambidextrous as 
the police department claims. 

The conference between about ®* 
dozen reporters and the police offi- 
clals began promptly at 8:80 o'clock 
and continued for nearly two hours, 
The police department was repre- 
sented by Maj. Hesse, Inspector 
Pratt and Detective Sergeants Kel- 
ly, Waldron, Nally and O’Brien.

He was 
lying on his back, legs spread 
apart.

The pistol—.38-caliper 
and hammerless—lay 12 or 14 
incres from his feet, muzzle toward 
him. 

The tie was of crepe material— 
gray background with smal! red 
dots. It probably cost $1 or $1.10. 

The spokesman then said the de- 
partment had run down every bit of 
information that had come to its 
attention. 

“We have been unable to place 
it (the crime) upon any husband, 
lover or jealous woman,” the 
speaker said. 

The spokesman then discarded 
the holdup theory as untenable. 

The names of Miss Catherine 
Markey, the Emergency hospital 
nurse to whom Scrivener was once 
engaged to marry, and Miss Helen 
‘Parker, the 19-year-old government 
‘employe, his last flancee, were then 
brought into the discussion. 

Scrivenér, it was said, had an 
appointment with Miss Markey 
‘Monday night at 9 o'clock, the day 
before he died. He met her at her 
apartment in the Conard apart- 
ments and together with two 
friends they went for a ride in 
Scrivener’s automobile. 

Although this was but two days 
before Scrivener was to marry Miss 
Parker he asked Miss Markey to

again,’’ the spokesman said.

She asked, him how he had enjoyed 
his Danville trip. He told her he 
didn’t go, explaining that other ar- 
rangements had been made, Miss 
Parker then wanted to know why 
they couldn't get married at once 
instead of waiting another day.

Point to Rust on Pistol. 


When Detective Darnell gare the 
pistol to Scrivener, who said he 
wanted it for a friend, it was slight- 
ly rusty on tho left side of the bar- 
rel, it was said. Darnell had found 


it in his locker when he came to 
headquarters from a precinct sev- 
eral years ago and did not know 
to whom it belonged. He neglected 
to turn it in to the department, it 
was said. He is said to have given 
it to Scrivener the latter part of the 
summer. 

When the pistol was found by 
Scrivener’ sbody the three series 
of numbers had been filed from it 
beyond restoration, but there was 
rust on the left side of the barrel, 
police said last night. ,They had 
not mentioned this detail before, 

Police officials last night had 
nothing to say about the blurred 
fingerprint found on the pistol. It 
is known that Detective Sergt. 
Sandberg, the department’s finger- 
print expert, found enough of an 
impression to make an identifica- 
tion and that it was not Scrivener’s. 

The police spokesman did dwell, 
however, on the fact that it is pot 
commonly known that there is a 
secret sérial number beneath the 
rubber on the butt of certain types 
of pistols, but that Scrivener knew 
this secret. 


“Frame-Up” Story Told. 


It then was pointed out that 
Scrivener could shoot equally well 
with either hand and that often he 
had demonstrated how he could 
shoot himself in the left side of 
his back without leaving powder 
miarks. 

The spokesman then related the 
‘*framo-up”’ story. 

An unnamed member of the de- 
partment, it was said, reported a 
few days after the shooting that a 
few weeks prior to it Scrivener had 
suggested that they “frame” a pub- 
licity stunt. The proposal was that 
they fire several shots in a resi- 
dential section and that Scrivener’s 
confederate escape, ijeaving Scriven- 
er to tell a wild story for newspaper 
consumption.

COAL COSTS BRITONS 
MORE THAN CABBAGE 


Householders Pay as Much 
for Anthracite as They 


Do for Potatoes. 
London, Oct. 30 (By A. P.).—An- 
thracite, owing to the coal strike 
which began in May, now costs 
London housekeepers by the pound 


as much as potatoes and nearly the 
same as cooking apples. Even soft 
coal costs more than cabbage, car- 
rcts and several other winter veg- 
etables which are in demand after 
the fresh garden supplies are 
pinched by frost. 

Anthracite, by the hundred- 
weight, at the beginning of cold 
weather, sold for approximately 
$1.50 to $1.75, while soft coal re- 
tailed at about $1.00 for a 112- 
pound sack. 

. All sale of coal is regulated by 
the government, under emergency 
regulations. Private dwellings are 
allowed not more than one hundred- 
weight a week, unless there are un- 
usual circumstances which must be

Moberly on grounds of desertion, 
when Moberly admitted on direct 
examination he had come to Ar- 
lington county for the express pur- 
pose of obtaining a divorce and re- 
marrying. The decree was de-. 
nied. Moberly said he had rented 
a room, paying $12 a month. Judge 
Brent said the mere renting of a 
room in such a manner was not | 
enough. 

“The admission Moberly came to 
the county for the express purpose 
of obtaining a divorce is the first 
time such an admission ever has 
been made in this court,’’ Judge 
Brent declared. ‘‘This in itself is 
enough grounds for refusing the 
decree.” 

A movement was started yester- 
day by the attorneys of the county 
to make divorces more’ difficult to 
obtain. The plan, it is understood,

cuit court of appeals ruled here 
yesterday.

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TUESDAY’S ELECTIONS. 


The campaign now drawing to an end 
has had interesting features here and 
there, but as a whole it has not stirred 
the national pulse. No national issue is 
involved, although parties and candidates 
have tried to drum up an‘issue. It is dis- 
tinctly an off year, in interest as well as 
in effect. 

The net result of the congressional 
elections is not now expected to change 
the complexion of Congress. No up- 
heaval is looked for, because there is no 
general grievance against anybody. The 
disaffection of the Northwest can not: ex- 
tend beyond the Northwest, and it has 
already been discounted. Some “experts” 
think they can foresee a setback for Mr. 


_ Coolidge; but perhaps they are the same 


experts who predicted an easy triumph 
for Jack Dempsey and are now trying to 
“get right” by foretelling the downfall of 
all champions. 

In a broad sense Republican losses in 
the Senate might work to the advantage 
of Mr.:Coolidge instead of impairing his 
prestige. The Republican party would 
have no asset but Coolidge if it should lose 
the Senate. His hold upon the party might 
be correspondingly increased. He would 
be frustrated in some of his legislative 
plans, but nothing would be easier than 
to show that this was the fault of the 
opposition, and not his own fault. The 
Democrats in the Senate could not do 
anything constructive for their party, 
with the House and Coolidge in a position 
to stop them. The result might be that 
by 1928 the country would insist upon 
Coolidge and a Republican majority in 
Congress strong enough to put his poli- 
cies into effect. 

Prohibition, which was expected to 
work havoc with candidates this year, is 
not an issue in any State. Republican 
and Democratic wets offset Republican 
and Democratic drys. Neither party has 
declared itself either wet or dry. In 
Pennsylvania both tickets have wet and 
dry nominees for the highest places, and 
candidates on the same ticket have 
championed the wet and dry causes on 

"the same platform. Here and there a 
, candidate may lose because he has taken 
the “wrong side” on this question, but 
in a national sense the situation will be 
unchanged. Although a few States are 
trying to sound out public sentiment by 
means of a liquor referendum, the effort 
may be fruitless on account of the big 
proportion of the stay-at-home vote. The 
side losing in the referendum will be sure 
‘to claim that a full vote would have 
shown a different result. 
Prosperity has continued up to the 
_ eve of election. This fact has apparently 
more than counterbalanced the disaffec- 
_ tion in certain localities, . The people of 
the country are not unhappy, not disap- 
_ pointed, and not nursing a grievance. 
_ They have no reason for striking at the 
- administration through the ballot. 
_ Experience gives warning against plac- 
ing too much importance upon this year’s 
election as a forerunner of 1928. Two 
years is a long time in politics, and issues 
now undreamed-of may thrust them- 


000,000. The ease with which the Cha- 
teau of Chantilly was recently despoiled 
of the famous rose diamond of the Duc 
de Conde, a gem worth millions of francs, 
and the casual theft of ‘‘Mona Lisa” from 
the Louvre a few years ago, reveal that 
France’s art treasures are insufficiently 
guarded from robbers. But it is also 
pointed out that French museums are 
poorly protected against fire, and it is 
now proposed that, if the treasures can 
not be safeguarded, the government shall 
at least take insurance against the money 
losses involved. 

Unfortunately, insurance does not 
meet the situation. The heirlooms of 
France, in the shape of paintings, sculp- 
ture, laces, furniture, tapestries, &c., are 
beyond price. Their value can not be de- 
scribed in money, because they could not 
be reproduced. Who can estimate the 
worth of the Ven:is de Milo? The loss 
of that masterpiece would forever di- 
minish the world’s scanty stock of 
beauty, and the combined financial re- 
sources of all nations could not replace it. 

It is up to France to guard its treas- 
ures more securely, and not merely to col- 
lect money damages for their loss by 
fire or theft. 


MONROE DOCTRINE ASSAILED. 


The conference at Corinto has ended 
and hostilities in Nicaragua have been 
resumed. The conspirators who are ex- 
tending the communist influence of Mexi- 
co throughout Central America found it 
very easy to prevent the agreement 
which the American representative was 
striving to promote. American policy 
actually facilitated the Mexican com- 
munist plans by making the fact clear 
that President Chamorro of Nicaragua 
was persona non grata to the United 
States. The Mexicans and the Nica- 
raguans who are receiving help from 
them had merely to “stand pat” and in- 
sist that the government of Nicaragua 
should be turned over to them. Chamorro 
had no alternative but to betray his 
country or resume fighting. 

Chamorro’s offense, which debars him 
from recognition by the United States, is 
that he gained power by a coup d'etat. 
Nevertheless he is the strongest con- 
servative force in Nicaragua and is ob- 
viously supported by the people. The 
“liberals” who are fighting him could not 
have made headway without the assist-. 
ance they received and are receiving from 
Mexican sources; and Chamorro’s asser- 
tions that Mexicans are intermeddling in 
the Nicaraguan situation have been veri- 
fied by the Associated Press and other 
reliable informants, including diplomatic 
officials of the United States. These 
Nicaraguan “liberals” are tied to the 
Mexican communists, and are seeking to 
establish a “lahor” government in Nica- 
ragua. Similar movements are on foot 
in other Central American countries, all 
of them having'in view:the destruction of 
republican government from the Rio 
Grande to the Panama canal. 

The defeat of Chamorro by the com- 
munist “liberals” of Nicaragua would 
give great impetus to the communist 
movement, and would ‘render much 
easier the overthrow of popular govern- 
ment in Honduras, Salvador, and Costa 
Rica. Guatemala is already honey- 
combed with communism, fomented from 
Mexico. Thus the virtue of the Monroe 
doctrine as guardian of republican gov- 
ernments in this hemisphere is assailed 
from a new quarter and by a new and 
dangerous enemy. 

As Chamorro stands squarely against 
the march of communism in Central 
America, fighting the battle which sooner 
or later the United States must fight if it 
is to prevent the destruction of popular 
governments in the New World, it would 
seem to be practical wisdom to recognize 
Chamorro’s government and give it sup- 
port, rather than give aid and comfort 
to his enemies and the enemies of the 
United States. 


OFFICIAL VANDALISM. _ 

Mr. Lanham, superintendent of trees 
and parking, has made complaint against 
the new order in which the cost of re- 
placing trees in widened streets is no 
longer charged to the street improvement 
project, but to his general appropriation. 
The effect of the order is place an 


undue load upon a slender allowance, 


have been swept away in the widening of | 


streets. The people paid for those old 
trees. By what reasoning can the Dis- 
trict authorities justify the destruction 
of those trees without making an ac- 
counting? If any other public property 
is destroyed the destroyer is held to ac- 
count. It is well understood that old 
trees must go if streets are to be 
widened, but the cost of new trees cer- 
tainly ought to be reckoned and included 
in the estimate of the cost of the im- 
provement. If the trees are left out the 
“improvement” is not an improvement at 
all, but a defacement of the city. 

This attitude of the District authori- 
ties toward street trees is but a sample 
of the neglect and ignorance with which 
they deal with any question affecting 
the preservation of the natural beauty 
of the National Capital. Unless re- 
strained by higher authority, the District 
government will not quit until it has 
completed the work of destroying every 
wood and stream within the confines of 
the District. The street “improvements” 
as designed by the District government 
are robbing the city of its trees, and 
great care is taken to prevent the cre- 
ation of any small park in new suburbs. 

It is high time that the National Cap- 
ital park and planning commission should 
assert its authority to put a stop to the 
vandalism of the District highway au- 
thorities. 


SUPPORT THE FLAG. 


The best sort of aid the American 
people can give the American merchant 
marine is loyalty. This is a subsidy to 
which no one can object. Commissioner 
Hill, of the Shipping Board, says: 


Loyalty of American shippers and 
American travelers can do much to make 
certain the dominance of our merchant 
marine. We must become ship-minded 
to the extent that we think of our own 
merchant marine whenever we want 
ocean transportation service. We people 
of the United States fail to realize the 
loyaity which Europeans give to their re- 
spective national enterprises. If an Eng- 
lishman visits America he books on a 
British liner. * * * Many Americans 
visit Europe every year. Many of them 
give little heed to whether it is an Amer- 
ican or foreign ship on which they book 
passage. If these American travelers were 
loyal to American shipping, it would be 
one great boost for the merchant marine. 


Last summer thousands of Americans 
visited. Europe. Probably 90 per cent 
sailed in a foreign ship both ways. A 
glance at the passenger lists of the great 
ocean liners disclosed the fact that most 
of the passengers were booked on British 
or French steamers. A citizen of Great 
Britain or France never thinks of taking 
an American steamer when visiting the 
United States. 

A foreign shipper of merchandise to 
the United States always specifies a 
steamship of his nationality on the out- 
ward voyage; and if American commodi- 


ties are purchased they must be brought | 


to the foreigner’s country in a steamship 
of his nationality. 

If American citizens and American im- 
porters would support American shipping 
as loyally as foreigners support their 
ships, the American merchant marine 
would flourish. 
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THE GASOLINE SUPPLY. 


The petroleum commission recently 
reported that the nation’s oil supply was 
limited, and that foreign supplies should 
be acquired in due time. Some well in- 
formed oil men. have held that the price 
of gasoline will become prohibitive un- 
less new petroleum fields are found. 

Assuming a totally different view- 
point, however, W. S. Farish, president 
of the American Petroleum institute, in a 
survey of the oil industry before the 
third conference of education and in- 
dustry in Chicago, made the statement 
last week that~the exhaustion of Amer- 
ica’s natural store of motor fuel was be- 
yond the realm of probability. Well, oil 
may be used up some time in the future, 
he admits, but he adds that a fuel similar 
to gasoline can always be obtained from

The board of engineers of the army has

The New Yorkers have failed to show 
that such an outlay would result in cor-

THE CLOUD OF THE PLEBISCITE. 


It has been commonly assumed that the 
Tacna-Arica plebiscite was abandoned 
when the plebiscitary commission adopt- 
ed the motion offered by Gen. Lassiter, 
its president, declaring that the obstruc- 
tive tactics of Chile had made the holding 
of a fair plebiscite impossible. The des- 
ultory conversations in Washington un- 


} der the good offices of the United States 


seemed to confirm the idea that the pleb- 
iscite -had been officially abandoned. 
But it is now recalled that Mr. Kellogg, 
when he suggested that Chile and Peru 
enter into direct negotiations with a view 
to reaching a settlement otherwise than 
by means of the plebiscite, made it very 
clear that the plebiscitary commission 
was to go forward with its work, without 
regard to the independent conferences. 
The resolution of the plebiscitary 
commission, adopting’ Gen, Lassiter’s 
motion, has never been acted upon by the 
arbitrator, President Coolidge. There- 
fore the resolution is not final. Until it 
shall have been disposed of by the arbi- 


trator the plebiscite plan is still’ before | 


the parties, and both are bound by it. 
The supplementary act under which 
the arbitrator made his award provided 
that if he should decide that a plebiscite 
need not be held, the parties would pro-

by the parties otherwise than by plebis- 
cite, the plebiscite should be declared off 
by approval of the commission’s report. 
If the parties still hold that the plebis- 
cite should be held, it is within the power 
of the arbitrator to disregard the com- 
mission’s resolution and fix the conditions 
which will insure a fair vote. 

But the assent of both parties doubt- 
less would be required before the arbi- 
trator would ignore the commission’s ree- 
ommendation. He would be warranted 
in asking for assurances that the new 
conditions to be laid down would be ac- 
cepted in good faith. Nothing would be 
gained, for example, by ruling that the 
disputed territory should be placed under 
neutral control during the plebiscitary 
period unless the parties could give some 
assurance that they would cooperate in 
giving full effect to the ruling. 

The abandonment of the plebiscite by 
the arbitrator himself, if he is satisfied 
that a fair vote can not be had and that 
a system of neutral control for plebisci- 


tary purposes is impracticable, would . 


probably facilitate the progress of direct 
negotiations looking to another method 
of settlement. If the plebiscite plan is 
both unworkable and an impediment in 
dealing with other plans, the sooner it 
is officially abandoned the better for all 
parties. ©

Editorial Reference to Robert 
- Browning Prompts Corre- 
spondent to Review the An- 
cient Trials in Florence and 
-Rome, an Account of Which | 
Furnished the Basis for the 
Notable Dramatic Poem, 
“The Ring and the Book.” _) 


To the Editor of The Post—Sir: 
The editorial of October 19, 1926, 
says, “Robert Browning has pro- 
vided in “‘The Ring and The Book”’ 
a fascinating account of a crime 


and lawsuit that followed. True, 
but an understatement. Seven 
suits, three criminal and four civil, 
are connected with the trial for 
murder told in “The Old Yellow 
Book,’’ which is the basis of “‘The 
Ring and The Book.” The lines 
quoted are from the epilogue to 
Asolando, published December 12, 
1889, the day of Mr. Browning’s 
death and are among the last if not 
the very last words written by him. 
“The Ring and The Book” is, how- 
ver, almost entirely a work of the 

agination. It was written not by 
@ chronicler of fact, but by “Robert 
Browning, writer of plays.” I can 
here give only the barest outline 
of the more important facts. 

In December, 1693, Count Guido 
Franceschini, of Arezzo, married 


the daughter of Pietro and Violante | 
Comparina, of Rome, receiving a} 
considerable dowry. She is Brown-| 
ing’s Pompilia, known in the trials | 


as Francesca. She is in her four- 
teenth year and Guido is about 38. 

At 1 o’clock Monday morning 
April 29, 1697, she fled from home 
with a priest. They reached 
Castelnuevo near Rome at about 
half past seven Tuesday evening 
where they spent the night sleeping 
in a chamber behind closed doors. 
On the following morning, May 1, 
Guido arrived and had them arrest- 
ed. A batch of letters was found 
at the inn which play a queer role 
in the trials. In the first, for the 
flight, the prosecution claims them 
as a genuine correspondence be- 
tween the accused and the defense 
that they may have been written by 
some one élse. None of these were 
dated or signed by the name of the 
writers. 

The trial resulted in the convic- 
tion of the priest who is sentenced 
to banishment for three years to 
Civita Vechia, Cow City, for ‘‘com- 
plicity in the flight and running 
away of Francesca Comparina and 
for carnal knowledge of the same.”’ 
Except by the necessary implication 
judgment was never rendered in 
her case in the Roman court and 
it was still pending when she died. 
But in the cftiminal court of Flor- 
ence she was convicted of adultery 
and robbery and sentenced to life 
imprisonment. This sentence could 
not be enforced as she was still in 
the custody of the. Roman court. 

Juanary 2, 1698, Guido, with 
four hired assassins, killed her 
father and mother and inflicted on 
her numerous wounds, mostly 
about the face for the purpose of 


disfigurement, it is claimed, pro 
causa honoris. Four days later she 
died. The murderers were tried, 
convicted, and on February 22, 
1698, all five were executed. In 
the murder trial, admitting the 
crime of murder, the defense offers 
the facts shown in the former trial 
as mitigating circumstances and 
clahms that the letters were Pom- 
pilia’s. The prosecution, likewise, 
reverses its ground, claiming them 
to be fictitious. She has maintain- 
ed throughout the trial that she 
can not write or read writing, and 
that she has never sent a letter to 
the priest or received one from him. 


The evidence is conclusive that 
she could and did write. A letter 
to her parents dated May 3, five 
days after leaving home, speaks of 
other letters to them which they 
did not think were in her hand, 
but she says “I finished learning to 
write in Arezzo.’’ There is plenty 
other evidence that she could write 
which I will not discuss here. The 
prosecution unable to deny the 
genuiness of this letter found after 
her death while denying that of the 
“love letters,” says “she might 
have learned to write.” In a week 
at most, two days in the carriage 
and three in the prison. 

I have stated only a few of the 
multitude of facts bearing on the 
case, which taken together show 
that the Pompilia of Mr. Browning 
and the heroic priest, the ‘‘soldier 
saint’’ are wholly imaginary.

It knew 
Chopin’s love, his sorrows, his ill- 
ness, his death. 


There was another Chopin grand, 
which was given by Miss Stirling, 
together with cther Chopin relics, 
to create a Chopin museum in the 
town of Zelazwa Wola. This col- 
lection was destroyed by fire. 
Therefore the only remaining 
Chopin grand is the instrument 
which will be heard in Washington 
tomorrow night. 

M. Dumesnil’s first appearance 
will be in Washington. His tour 
will include all of the leading cit- 
jes of America. A large part of 
the proceeds of his recitals will be 
used for the wounded musicians of 
France.

Underground Rail Lines on Main 
Arteries Favored as Solution of 
Traffic Snarl — Rapid Transit 
Would Cut Use of Autos, It is 
Held. \ 


To the Editor of The Post—Sir: 
Anent your editorial, ‘‘Automobile 
Death Toll,”’ it is true that drastic 
regulation is imperative. As far 
as street fatalities in our city are 
concerned, these will increase with 
the growth of auto locomotion, and 
mortality will mount to staggering 
figures. No matter how many 
streets are widened, by which the 
city is deprived of beautiful trees, 
the width will never be sufficient 
to allow the safe flow of traffic at 


crossings unless elevated foot paths 
are erected, and that would be an 
ugly sight. 

The only possible remedy is un- 
derground rails on main arteries, 
and with them follows rapid transit, 
which in turn will decrease the use 
of automobiles. Transportation on 
rubber wiil always be more expen- 
sive than on rail, and it must soon 
dawn on people that with the waste 
of time in changing parking piace, 
the expense in going to and from 
business in automobiles is out of 
proportion to what is. gained. 

While the building of wunder- 
ground channels goes on, let the 
drastic measure be applied that no 
machine is allowed a stop for more 
than fifteen minutes; delivery 
trucks excepted. It may be hard- 
ship on a few, but good for the 
multitude. . 

Automobiles will be as scarce in 
the streets as an overcoated mail 
carrier, and though our rail trans- 


portation is nothing to boast of 
now, I believe that if left elbow 


room it will quickly be able to de- 
velop satisfactory service to, the 
public. The existing systems have 
hardly had a fair chance since the 
Swamping of auto driving started 
with a rush. 

With buses as feeders, even sub- 
urbs can be served, and the city 
would gain in another way by hav- 
ing the most traffic officers at 
liberty to attend to the protection 
of its inhabitants’ lives and prop- 
erty from criminals. 

In stating my belief that our 
existing rail lines can take care of 
our scant half million until real 
‘rapid transit is established, I regret 
to say that I am not financially in- 
terested.

A FORMAL AFTERNOON 
WEDDING. 
By ANNE SINGLETON. 

ORE questions: are asked 
M about this than about the 

simple wedding. Most bride- 
grooms—that is, most of those 
whose brides write to me—seem to 
be set against the masculine cos- 
tume for formal afternoon occa- 
sions. 
are not going to draw them again 
into any predicament where formal 
afternoon dress will be necessary, 
and they do not regard it as a good 
investment. I am, naturally, not 
in a position to judge of that. I 
know the girl goes to the expense 
of a wedding garment, and I see 
why she think8S the man should. 
What I don’t see is why either of 
them care what is done by people 
who live quite different lives in dif- 
ferent surroundings. _Why 


they dress as they please and be 
married as suits them best? How- 
ever, my business is to give them 
the information they want. 


A formal afternoon wedding may 
be small or large. ‘There may be 
a large church wedding and a small 
reception, or a smallechurch wed- 
ding and a large reception, or the 
wedding and the reception may 
both be at the house of the bride’s 
family and the same number of 
people may be asked to both in the 
same invitation. There may be 
many or few ushers. There may 
be no bridesmaids, or one, or many. 
The formality does not consist in 
the number of the bridal proces- 
sion, but in the way the whole af- 
fair is carried out. Generally, there 
are‘both bridesmaids and ushérs. 
The groom is dressed in a black 
cutaway coat, black waistcoat, 
dark gray striped trousers,*a white 
linen shirt, gray cravat or black 
and white, or gray bow tié, black 
silk socks, patent leather shoes 
(with or without spats), gray 
gloves, white boutonniers and top 
hat. The best man and ushers are 
dressed about as the groom is, but 
may vary the color of tie, gloves 
and spats. The bride is in white, 
with veil and train. Her dress may 
be in any material or period she 
pleases, but a long-sleeved model 
is in better taste. The bridesmaids 
may use any color scheme, but their 
dresses should accord in _ period 
with the bride’s. They must have 
their heads covered for a churoh 
ceremony and almost always wear 
hats. The mothers of brides and 
grooms wear elaborate afternoon 
dresses and hats. The fathers and 
brothers wear the same sort of for- 
mal afternoon dress for men as the 
groom and ushers. Refreshments 
for an afternoon wedding reception 
are like those for an afternoon tea. 
The reception is held by the bride’s 
family.

Paris, Oct. 30 (By A. P.).—Mlle. 
Jeanne Chauvin, who forced the ad- 
mission of women to the French bar 
and whose early struggles for the 
right to practice law becamé a real 
French “affaire’’ and divided parlia- 
ment, is dead at the age of 64. 
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A graduate of law of the Univer- 
sity of Paris, Mile. Chauvin, in 
1897, was refused permission’ by 


the courts to appear before them’ 
on the grounds that women were. 


incapable of mastering the profes- 
sion. Mille. Chauvin carried her 
case to parliament, and young Ray- 
mond Poincare, since president of 
the republic and now premier, then 
a promising politician, the late Leon) 
Bourgeois, Paul Deschanel and 
Rene Viviani took up the fight on 
her behalf. The law admitting 
women tothe bar was passed in 
1900 aftef a bitter fight. .

Daughters of the American Revo-

The signing of the 
armistice found thousands of per- 
sons living in rooming houses and 
paying high rent for cramped 


quarters who were desirous of pro-| 


curing apartments in various build- 
ings if possession of those apart- 
ments could be obtained. 

With this situation it was con- 
ceived that if a building then filled 


ownership plan, 
the individual suites would then 
become owners and, as such, would 
be entitled under the then existing 
laws to demand personal possession 
of their respective apartments. The 
firm of Allan E. Walker offered 
several of the buildings it owned 
for sale on this cooperative plan. 
It was found in numerous cases that 
the occupants purchased the apart- 
;ments they had been renting, realiz- 
ling that if they did not they would 
be ousted and it was unquestion- 
ably more economic for them to be 
buying than renting.

Know, or find out, the re- 
sponsibility of the person or firm or 
company asking you to purchase. 

2. When the person or company 
is unknown to you, demand refer- 
ences and investigate. Do not be a 
victim of the one-call system. Take 
your time when strangers try to sell 
you securities. 

3. Inquire of some reliable person 
or firm, familiar with the character 
of business in question, for an 


opinion of both the standing and 


prospects of the company. 

4. Do not hesitate to ask the 
Chamber of Commerce, the Board 
of Trade, the Real Estate Board, 
the Better Business Bureau, your 
banker or your lawyer what he 
thinks of the proposition. 

5. Remember that while bonds 
are, as a rule, safer than stocks, 
bonds also become worthless when 
the security they represent is im- 
paired. A worthless bond is not 
better than a worthless stock. 

6. Do not believe that the sensa- 
tional success of one company in a 
stated line or field is a guarantee

stock, the legal effect is merely that 
the company will pay 8 per cent 
dividends provided it earns them. 

8. When printed agreements are 
offered you to, sign, remember that 
separate promises by salesmen, not 
incorporated in the printed agree- 
ment, are not binding upon the 
company. 

§. Always insist upon having a 
wituess present when acting upon 
any verbal representations regard- 
ing securities. Bear in mind that 
you must place yourself in a poai- 
tion to prove the representations 
made to you if you are compelled 
to bring court action. The security 
swindler always insists upon inter- 
viewing his prospective victims 
aione. Absence of any printed or 
written matter authenticated by an 
officer of the company is a sus- 
Picious fact. 

10. If you become victimized by 
swindlers, or are suspicious of the 
actions of any company or indi- 
vidual in transactions in securities, 
do not delay in notifying the office 
of the State attorney general. Not 
only do you thus place the crooks 
in the way of punishment, but you 
protect other persons as well as 
yourself. And above all élse, do 
not swap your liberty bonds for 
worthless securities.

Explanation on Safeguarding 
Widow or Husband Is Re- 
sult of Many Inquiries. 


IS UNDERSTOOD BY FEW 


Inquiries are often made of 
brokers and salesmen as to how 
property goes ‘‘according to law’ at. 
death in the absence of its owner’s 
will. Home ownership, either of 
house and land or a cooperative 
apartment, has increased consider- 
ably in and around the city. The 
making of a will is advisable for a 
man who is married and owns real’ 
estate. His wife should havea wilb 
if their realty is in her name, This 
brief note is to give a condensed 
idea of what happens if no will ‘is 
found. 

Real estate titles pass automati- 
cally and directly at death, vesting 
Ownership at once in the heirs, 
These are specified. by law and do 
not include a husband or wife, This 
fact is not understood generally by 
inexperienced owners of real estate. 
Heirs generally are children ofr 
grandchildren. If none exist, then 
landed property passes to one’s 
father or mother or brothers and 
sisters. 

A widow may have only her 
dower, which is a right limited to 
use one-third while she lives, and . 
& man may, by courtesy only, use 
his deceased wife’s real estate if 
they have had children. Neither of 
these privileges: permit them to sell 
nor constitutes ownership, That 
passes to the children. If these are 
under 21 years old the title is held 
up until all become of age or get 
leave of court to sell by a compli- 
cated and expensive proceeding. 
These are some of the reasons for 
wills by which owners of real estate 
may make other dispositions as they 
desire. 

Personal property—that is money,’ 
stocks, bonds and business inter 
ests—is distributed, if there be BO 
will, one-third to the widow oF 
widower and the rest among the 
children. If there be no children, 
one-half goes to the widow oF 
widower and the rest to the de 
ceased person’s parents, or brothers

Separate oil- burning heating 
plants, electric refrigerators, vac- 
uum cleaners, incinerators ard au- 
tomatic water heaters make each 
household independent of janitor, 
ice Man, ash man and garbage man. 

The ground plans have received 
careful study, so as to allow for 
future expansion. The natural con- 
tours of the land have been fol- 
lowed as closely as possible. Well- 
planned playgrounds lie near the 
houses, a real “kindergarten” and a 
round playground, to be known as 
the ‘‘children’s circus,’”’ adjoin the 
nursery cottage.

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Capitalized and Mutual, 
Two U.S. Financial Plans 


First Are Private Corporations, While Second Are 
_ Semipublic, Explains C. C. James, Telling History 
of Building and Loan Associations. 


By C. CLINTON JAMES, Chairman 
of the Federal Legislative Com- 
mittee of the American Building 
and Loan Association. 


Speaking broadly, we have in the 
United States, as in all other coun- 
tries, the two general classes of fi- 
nancial institutions known as the 


capitalized and the mutual. 

The capitalized institutions are 
private corporatiOns, pure and 
simple. Each one is owned by a 
limited number of stockholders and 
is formed for the purpose of han- 
dling the money of the general pub- 
lic in such a manner as to yield a 
profit to these stockholders. Capital 
stock in such an institution f pri- 
vate property and if the owner 
wants to dispose of it he must find 
a purchaser as he woudl for any 
otaher: property. 

The mutual institution, on the 
other hand, is a semipublic corpora- 
tion, operated and controlled, not 
for the purpose of yielding profit 
to a group of. holders. of ¢apital 
stock, but for the purpose of render- 
ing a service to the community in 
which itt is located. 

The people interested in a mu- 
tual institution are usually called 
members and anyone who desires to 


become a niember can, as a general | 


rule,-do so at any time under cer- 
tain reasonable rules and regula- 
tions, and he also can terminate his 
membership under certain other 
rules and regulations, but while he 
is a member he receives his pro rata 
share of the profits of ‘he bneiness 
according to the amount of money 
he has invested.

The capitalized.class of institu- | 


tions is represented in the United 
States by the national banks and by | 
the banks and trust companies of | 
the different States, Thé mutual in- 
stitutions are represented by mutual | 
savings banks, which for the- most | 
part exist east of the Allegheny | 
mountains, and by the building and 
loan associations. 

Taking up the history of these in- 
stitutions, we find the first building 
and loan association in the United 
States of which there is authentic | 
record was organized in Philadel- 
phia in 1831. It was called the Ox- 
ford Provident and was of the ter- 
minating type. Its shares ran their 
due course, were matured, the pro- 
ceeds were distributed to the mem- 
bers and the society ceased to exist. 
Its success paved the way for other 
similar societies, and within ten 
years they began to be formed in 


very considerable numbers in all of 


the large Eastern cities.

In another ten years they began | 
to appear in the leading cities of the | 


South. Progress appears to have 
been interrupted by the civil war, 
but shortly after its close these as- 
sociations found their way across | 
the Allegheny mountains and began 


to be formed in the country that! 


now is known as the middle West. 
The first one in Ohio was organized 
in Cincinnati in 1868, and at the 
end of another twenty years they 
were to be found in varying num- 
bers in practically every State.

cooperative banks. In the South, 
where they have obtained a strong 
foothold in recent years, they are 
called. homestead associations, and 
throughout the remaining parts of 
the country they indifferently are 
known as building and loan or as 
savings and loan associations. 

The original working of the plan 
of the earlier associations very 
much were the same. In practically 
every State it was the terminating 
society that made its first appear- 
ance. This was followed after no) 
great lapse of time by the serial as-| 
sociation, which is very much like a 
succession of terminating associa-| 
tions, each series representing an 
independent association. These two 
forms of institutions were the only 
ones known during the first 
years of building and loan 
in the United States. 

What is now the oldest perma- 
nent association in our country was 
organized as a serial in 1873 and 
changed to the permanent plan ten | 
years later. It is known_as the Mu-| 
tual Home & Savings association 
and is in Dayton, Ohio. 


Investigates English Plans. 


While the society still

England and investigated the plans 
of a number of their leading asso- 
cilations. Just what societies he vis- 
ited, no one now is able to say, for 
Winters died 30 years ago, but 
generally is known his idea of a 
permanent association was inspired | 
iby the plans and methods which he 
‘studied in Great Britain.

Solutions to Problems. 


Problem Nos. 178 and 179, both 
compositions of local men, took the 
solvers by storm and elicted vol- 
umes of comment and criticism, the 
greater part of which was favorable. 
Unfortunately Byler’s effort has 
two solutions. The intended one 
was R—Q6, and the ‘“‘cook’’ is 
Q—Q8. In this connection we 
might well define our use of thé 
term ‘‘cook.”’ Originally a prob- 
lem was said to be ‘‘cooked’’ when 
the side which was to be inflicted 
with the mate had at his resource 
some réply which made the mate 
impossible. Of late years, how- 
ever, there has been a tendency to 
also refer to problems which have 
more than one solution as ‘‘cooked,”’ 
and this is the usage to which the 
word is put in the majority of the 
cages in this column. 

To return to the problems under 
consideration, however, is in oftder. 
Daniel Breeskin is high in his praise 
and thinks ‘‘both Mr. Bettinger and 
Mr. Byler are to be compHmented 
for their problems. Washington, 
D. C., can very well bé represented 
in the chéss problem field by these 
two gentlemen. Let us have more 
of their problems.”’ : 

A. Y. Hesse is a trifle more criti- 
cal. Referring to Bettinger’s offer- 
ing he Bays, “Solvéd this at sight, 
the restrained knight at Kt2 mak- 
ing discovered check, betraying the 
key. However, the matés are 
sound and rather pretty, and there 
seems to be no cook.’’ Rightly giv- 
ing R—Q6 as the intended key to 
Mr. Byler’s work, he continués, 
“The key move at once imprisons 
the black king between parallel 
lines, restraining him to two moves, 
and thereby dissipating any hope 
the solver may have entertained re- 
specting some feal open-board 
mates. Furthermore, the study is 
‘cooked’ by Q—Q8. It will be 
noticed that the bishop moves aré 
reversed by the two solutions.’’ 

W. Rosett adds “They are both 
worth while problems. The three 
mover ahswers a long felt need. 
Let’s havé some more.’’ 

F. B. Walker waxes joyful with 
“Hurrah for home talent! Bet- 
tinger’s product belongs in the 
book of the “White Knights.” It 
is unique and difficult. Of course, 
the inability of the knight at Kt2 
to move, suggests that a square 
must be vacatéd and it does not 
take long to suggest Kt-B5 as the 
solution. There are a number of 
good tries, and the variations are 
pretty. 

“Mr. Byler’s problem is also un- 
usual and pretty, but unfortunate- 
ly it has a second solution. It is 
all very pretty, but too bad for the 
‘cook.’ I cannot as yet see a 
remedy,’’ Walker says. 

Byler has informed the editor 
that the problem can be made both 
sound and more intricate by plac- 
ing the white king on Q7 inetead of 
the one On which he stood in last 
Sunday’s diagram, A future im- 
provement he also suggests is to 
place the white bishop on Ré5. 
Solvers should look the position 
over in its remodeled form.

In the anteroom, where Uncle Charlie “poured,’’ only one question 
prevailed. ‘‘Who is Dunninger?’’ No one seemed to know; no one 
in these parts had ever heard of the man. He was a mystery then, 
and so he turned out to be later. 

Wazu ablutions and other ceremonies over, the journalists prepared 
to lunch. Demitasses tossed off, Dunninger was introduced. His hair 
marcelled, he had the look of a mystic. He might have been a faith- 
healer, a poet, or an esthete; pure and simple—if not so simple, at least 
pure. He turned out to be neither of these, saying of himself, for 
want of a better term, that he might be called a mind reader. 


RANK JONES, of the New York offices of Keith-Albee, who acts 

as Dunninger’s personal manager, rose in his place to make an 
explanation. .He said the luncheon was given primarily to introduce 
Dunninger to the newspaper men before the general public came to 
scoff or remained to pray, or whatever the general public might do 
when it came face to face with the latest addition to vaudéville head- 
liners. Mr. Jones added that Dunninger had a few hobbies, one of 
them being sleight-of-hand, whereupon “Dunninger took to’ the floor 
and displayed his wares. 

It developed that Dunninger had opened his bag of tricks before sev- 
eral Presidents of the United States—Harding, Taft, Roosevelt and 
Coolidge before he was President—also in the presence of Thomas 
Edison, the inventor, who liked him so much he invited the artist back 
five different times. 

Dunninger proceeded with legerdemain, and all that sort of stuff from 
the ages; but he really did not get going till he settled down to his own 
forte—-mind reading. There he mystified the boys. He told almost 
everything there was to be told, or could safely be told, with one excep- 
tion: Johnny Chevalier, right-hand man to Roland Robbins at Keith's, 
had contracted for three musicians. They were to appear at the lunch- 
eon hour and regale tired hearts with soothing symphonic syncopation. 
They never appeared, thus causing Johnny many moments of anxiety; 
for he was up between each course, out in the hallway, and at the 
elevator shaft, peering and looking for the lost minstrels. And Dun- 
ninger never told; but he did tell many other things that men that day 
were thinking. 

For instance, Dunninger told Philander Johnson, poet laureate of the

Dailey, information editor of the Herald, his telephone number, which 
had slipped his mind; and Hardie Meakin, correspondent for “Variety,” 
the-nuaber of his automobile, at that moment parked ofie hour over the 
limit on Pennsylvania avenue, and, a number of other essentially im- 
portant things; but the ektatest reyelation of ql came when Dunniger 
told Harry Hites, of this paper, the maiden name of his mother.

it. opened’ the art season with 
the exhibition of wood-block prints 
by Gustave Barmann, of Santa Fe, 
the first of Ovtober and with anh- 
other which began yesterday.

Ruel P. Tolman, of the department 
of graphic arts, who arranges 
these exhibitions, said the exhibi- 
tion of Mr, Baumann created more 
interest among the visiting public 
than any exhibition ever held in the 
department. Some visitors came 
from Charlotte just to see the wood- 
block prints, which were unique of 
their kind, the appreciation of 
which proved discernment on the 
part of the public. 

The present exhibition also is of 
wood-block prints in color, by Ber- 
tha Lunn, and is as distinctive and 
brilliant as its predecessor. The 
subject matter is as different as 
eould be imagined, yet somewhat 
akin in feeling. China and Japan 
have been the inspiration of the 
lovely prints of Mrs. Lunn. 


Born in lowa. 


Bertha Lunn was born in lowa. 
She studied at the Art Institute of 
Chicago, at Frank Holme’s School 
of Illustrating and Designing with 
Anna Weston.

| John J. Earley, who was the dec- 


‘orator for the cloisters of the Mon- 


lastery at Brookland, which have 


created a good deal of interest, is 
completing the interior decorations 
of a chapel in Houston, Tex., for the 
Sisters of the Incarnate Word. This 
chapel is a novitiate chapel.

Color and its science is claim- 
ing the attention of architects 
and artists in a new and profound 
.way. No longer is it to be left 
merely to the feeling of the art- 
ist to get results. 


Cost Is. Great. 


In the interiors. of large build- 
ings this is.much too expensive to 
be left to haphazard chance. It 
can be knodwn beforehand just 
‘what the effect will be of using a 
given color with its complement 
the intensity of the color and the 
relation of this to the wall sur- 
faces and other considerations of 
a given building.

Mr. Earley recently completed 
a statue of St. Christopher for the 
courtyard of the cloisters at the 
Monastery at Brookland. This is 
slightly lana than life size and 
made of yellow buff ‘concrete, 
which harmonizes with the color 
and texture of the cloisters and is 
an excellent expression of the 
saint who in olden days was the 
patron saint of travelers and now 
associated with automobiles.

DAMP ROOMS AND 
RHEUMATISM. 


IVING in damp rooms is @ prin- 
i cipal cause of rheumatism in 
ehildren, according to an 
elaborate report made by a British 
commission. The notion that damp 
floors and damp walls are harmful 
prevails very generally, but there 
has been almost no scientific sup- 
port for it. Some reports have 
shown that laundry workers and 
bakers are prone to rheumatism be- 
cause they work in moist surround- 
ings. There is some proof that 
people who live in damp walled 
houses are prone to develop blas- 
tomycosis, but beyond a few iso-r 
lated facts such as these, the damp 
walled house has been free from 
indictments for a few years.

VACUUM BOTTLE MILK. 


R. D, L. writes: I note that you 
advise keeping milk hot in a va- 
cuum bottle, and think such milk 
ought to be safe. 

If you had ever tried it you 
would know that hot milk curdles 
in time by enzyme action. Milk has 
to be heated to 172 degrees Fahren- 
heit to destroy the enzymes, but 
commercial pasteurization goes to 
145 degrees Fahrenheit only, as 
higher temperature produces a 
cooked flavor. 

[ have seen milk kept hot six 
hours, cooling from 145 degrees 
Fahrenheit to. 115 degrees Fahren- 


was cottage cheese. Dairy bacte- 
riologists say it was due to enzyme 
action-—--enzymes. already in- the 
milk did the damage, although the 
bacteria were all killed or inactive. 
Furthermore, the University of Il1- 
nois reports a germ which survives 
six hours at 155 degrees and grows 
at 115 degrees Fahrenheit. Hence, 
from experience, I can not advise 
any one to keep milk hot or any- 
thing but the coldest possible.

Theodore Birney and a small group 
of earnest women organized the as- 
sociation which is now known as 
the National Congress of Parents 
and Teachers, their idea was to 
form an association which would be 
nonsectarian, noncommercial and 
nonpolitical to study every phase 
of child welfare in home. school, 
church and community. The real 
parent-teacher ideals are to raise 
the standards of home life and to 
bring into closer relation the home 
and the school so that parents and 
teachers may cooperate intelligently 
in the training of the child. Since 
the organization of this movement 
4/1897, it has become necessary, 
not only in the District of Colum- 
bia but in other parts of the coun- 
try as well, for the Parent-Teacher 
association to supply the schools 
with much needed equipment for 
the comfort and convenience of both 
teachers and pupils so that there 
is grave danger that the ideals-of 
the founders will in time be forgot- 
ten in the desire to make and spend 
money for the school buildings. 

The real parent-teacher spirit is 
the desire to help all children to 
grow, mentally, morally and physi- 
cally into the best type of American 
citizen. The .District of Columbia 
branch of the national congress was 
organized just 21 years ago, so that 
it has now outgrown its infancy, and 
ican work with increased strength 
to fulfill the ideals and purposes for 
which it was created.

ROBERTSON EXPECTS

Inventors in Plea for 
New Building. 


Inasmuch as the radio division 
is the worst overworked and the 
most crowded for space in the en- 
tire 63 divisions, radio inventors 
throughout the country undoubted- 
‘ly will back up the plea made by 
Thomas E. Robinson, commissioner 
of patents, for a new: building. 
There now are 1,500 radio patent 
applications awaiting consideration, 
which is said to be more than there 
were a year ago and many other 
divisions of the patent office are 
nearly as bad off. Not only is the 
present building overcrowded, but 
is characterized as a tremendous 
fire menace. Thus valuable radio 
and other patent records might be 
lost. 

A modern building is the only 
solution to the present distressing 
state of affairs, Commissioner Rob- 
ertson declared in discussing the 
efforts to put the place on an up-to- 
date business basis. He made the

most is self-supporting, inasmuch 


|'as it has turned in over $7,000,000 


to the United States Treasury dur- 


|ing the last 50 years. 


The present building was con- 
structed shortly after the death of 
| Thomas Jefferson, when only 200 or 
300 patents were issued each year. 


| Now there are more than 46,000 


patents issued annually, not men- 


' tioning 70,000 trade-marks and de-

JETHICS DO NOT PERMIT

S| Developments, However, May 
Give Exclusive, Wave Lengths 
for Trade Use. 


There always will be a close re- 
lation, stated Martin P. Rice, man- 


ager of broadcasting of the General 
Electric Electric Co., in a talk, ‘‘Ra- 
dio Broadcasting i. Advertising,’’ 
between newspapers and broadcast- 
ing, because they naturally supple- 
ment each other as means of com- 
munication. The assured future of 
broadcasting depends on its ability 
to reach masses of people, and put 
them in direct personal touch with 
events as they happen. 

Residents of the most isolated 
sections, through radio, can hear 


the best music available in the 
large metropolitan centers. They 
have a variety of church services 
brought to their homes, and they 
not only get the speeches of our 
leading statesmen, but they become 
acquainted with the speaker’s per- 
sonality through listening to ad- 
dresses by radio. 

The number of radio recefving 
sets is increasing, and a conserva- 
tive estimate of the radio audience 
in the United States today is 165,- 
000,000. The. broadcast program 
is being improved and coordinated 
by the cooperation of stations. 


Problems for Future. 


Just how broadcasting ultimately 
will be used in advertising, and 
what relation it will have to news- 
papers is a problem for future solu- 
tion, but means for addressing mil- 
lions of persons simultaneously can 
not be restricted to one particular 
application. 

This facility, which broadcasting 
provides, should be made available 
to anyone who has a legitimate right 
to talk to the public providing the 
public wants to listen. And this 
naturally includes advertising. 

At present the ethics of broad- 
casting do not permit direct ad- 
vertising, and it may be interesting 
to discuss whether a program 
sponsored by a national advertiser 
results in value received, but it is 
really not the fundametal ques- 
tion. 

Advertisers can not long afford to 
neglect the opportunity which radio

lengths for advertising, and it also. 
may be that newspapers will have 
some part in broadcast advertising. | 
At least, advertising on the air will | 
be supplemented by advertising on 
paper, and vice versa. 


On Hand Presses. 


The history of newspapers is 
marked by many mile stones, of 
progress which have brought about 
some revolutionary changes. The 
first sheets, printed on hand presses, 
scarcely would be recognized today 
as the antecedents of the modern 
newspaper. It is interesting to trace | 
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their development under the in- 
fluence of some of the great in- 
ventions which they have witnessed. 
The larger editions made possible 
by rotary presses were evident. 

The next great revolution was 
due to railroads, which enormously 
increased the field of circulation. 
The stereotype process was an in- 
vention which wrought another 
change amounting almost to a rev. 
olution. With the extension of 
telegraph lines and ocean cables 
all the important news was tele- 
graphed, and the morning paper 
was enabled to present the daily 
events of the previous day all over 
the world. 


Profit by Inventions. 


These few instances illustrate 
how newspapers have adopted and 
profited by every new invention 
which facilitates the gathering or 
the distribution of news. News. 
papers are accustomed to look on 
events with a calm, unbiased point 
of view. 

They have reflected the public 
interest in broadcasting, printing 
the programs of numerous nearby 
and distant stations—not particu- 
larly with the view of assisting 
broadcasting, but because these 
programs constituted matter of 
public interest. Incidentally, radio 
has created a volume of newspaper 
advertising. 

I believe they may find a way 
to take an even more active part 
in broadcasting in connection with 
the dissemination of special news, 
and having built up a public good 
will along this line I can imagine 
that it might prove to their ad- 
vantage even to enter the field of 
radio broadcasting.

At present, it is con-| 
sidered doubtful that this _ far- 
reaching and drastic measure will 
be enacted during the coming short 
session, of a scant thirteen weeks 
available for business, including the 
annual appropriation bills. 

There is formidable opposition | 
to the bill in Congress, and, al-' 
though many navy officers favor it. 
in principle, there are many who} 
oppose it and are ready to explain 
why. In the Senate, Senator Swan-| 
son, a member of the naval commit-' 
tee, is emphatically against exten-' 
sion of promotion by selection, such 
as contemplated by the bill. These 
are some of the factors that easily 
may combine to delay action and 
find nothing done by adjournment 
March 4.

The Alaskan aerial survey expe- 
dition, manned by navy personnel 
and planes, which has been _ op- 
erating in Alaska for the past sev- 
eral months, has returned for the 
winter, having arrived at naval air 
station, San Diego, Calif., on Octo- 
ber 23. 

In addition to performing the 
mapping work originally planned, 
the expedition was intrumental in 
giving valuable aid to various Alas- 
kan commissions, the aerial survey 
providing to those commissions an 
opportunity to learn of certain 
stands of timber, courses of streams 
and rivers, and the location of val- 
'leys, lakes and mountains that 
| otherwise would not have been pos- 
Sible. 

Upon examination of the films 
brought back by the expedition, it 
was found that the work had been 
very satisfactory, and practically 
no retakes will be necessary next 
year. Considerably more area was 
mapped this yéar than was thought 
possible, and the work will be con- 
tinued in 1927 as soon as weatlier 
conditions permit. 

Kn route to the home base, the 
expedition filmed the west coast 
of Admiralty island and Glass pe- 
ninsula. The route taken on the 
return trip to San Dfego was from 
Juneau via Pybus bay, Admiralty 
island, Ketchikan, Alert bay, Port 
Townsend, Sand point, Medford 
and San Francisco.

- It is probable that, as a result of 
experience had in the last two years 
in the aviation instruction of mid- 
shipmen of the Naval Academy, 
some changes will be. made in the 
system. 

It has been found it possibly 
would be better to aend newly grad- 
uated midshipmen to séa before 
they are put under the intensive 
course of aviation instruction at the 
naval air stations at Hampton 
Roads and San Diego, to which sta- 
tions a number of them were sent 
following their three months’ 
course of ground instruction at An- 
napolis. 

Generally the midshipmen seem 
to desire to take the course and 
have shown considerable aptitude 
for it, but it has been brought out 
that there are a small number that 
show no aptitude for the training 
and do not degire the instruction. 
It also is noticeable that the stu- 
dents suffer a letdown from the 
strenuous study at the Naval Acad- 


emy, and the consequent mental 
fatigue appears to prevent them 
from grasping the fundamentals of 
the aviation course. 

In view of this situation, it has 
been suggested if newly graduated 
midshipmen were sent to sea for a 
year and then transferred to the air 
stations for instruction, they would 
be much better prepared to go! 
through the courses, due to the fact’ 
that. by that time they would have 
a better conception of the relation 
between naval aviation and the 
fleet. It also is pointed out that, 
after a rest from study, they would 


to absorb the aviation instruction 
and would derive much more bene- 
fit from it. 

The belief also has been ex- 
pressed that the taking of the avia- 
tion course after a year at sea 
would fit the students better for 
entrance into the advanced aviation 
course at the naval air station at 
| Pensacola, Fla., at the end of the

Cleanliness Pays, Officials De- | 
clare, Pointing to Reductions 
in Fire Insurance Rates. 


“This office building is the | 
cleanest building I have ever seen,”’ | 
ig ‘the tribute paid the national, 
headquarters building of the Cham- | 
ber..ef Commerce of the United 
States by many big business men. 
It is located on historic Lafayette 
square, facing the White House. 

Good housekeeping on a large 
scale: is here practiced in such a 
true American, common-sense man- 
ner, that all building owners can 
profit by the good example set 
them. This is especially true as re- 


gards the heating equipment which 
is now recognized to be a vital con- 
sideration in building management. 

This splendid building is heated 
with No. 1 buckwheat anthracite 
coal fired under natural draft, in 
three 79-inch Ideal water-tube 
boilers,’ each 18,000 square feet 
radiation capacity, and equipped 
with fine mesh shaking grates. The 
ash pits have been depressed 12 
inches below the floor line, which 
is considered good practice. A small 
tank heater, burning buckwheat 
coal, heats the hot-water supply. 
Space has been provided in the 
boiler room for the installation of 
a fourth boiler, in the event that 
two floors may be added to the 
building. 


Basement Brightly Painted. 


The boiler room and entire base- 
ment are dressed up with bright 
gloss paint, even the floors being 
painted with cement enamel, thus 
giving beauty and utility at low 
cost. The cost is undoubtedly re- 
paid through promoting cleanliness 
and efficiency. Here is a_ boiler 
room which can be imitated by the 
ordinary commercial building. Fur- 
thermore, extreme cleanliness, as 
exemplified here, can be made to 
pay, according to the experts of the 
chamber of commerce. 

It is pointed out that the build- 
ing is given the lowest fire insur- 
ance rate for an office building, an 
item not to be overlooked by the 
shriftv. Fire officials state that 
“fires seldom start in clean places.’’ 
Tn this connection it is noted that 
poh of the rubbish is burned in the 
ollers‘'and the balance taken out 
regularly with the ashes. No dirt 
or loose rubbish is allowed to col- 
lect. 

Vapor Heating System. 


The vapor system of heating is 
used. Every room is kept at a con- 
stant temperature by means of a 
separate thermostat controlling the 
steam supply to the radiators in 
the room. Feminine housekeepers 
will note an improvement in that 
the radiators have no legs to inter- 
fere with cleaning underneath the 
radiators; they are hung from wall 
brackets instead. 

An elaborate system of fans is 
provided for heating and ventilating 
the national council chamber and 
large reception room. These out- 
standing rooms, which are used to 
accommodate the membership of 
the chamber of commerce, are 
heated by the indirect system. Fans 
force fresh air, heated by steam 
Vento sections, to the rooms. Other 
fans exhaust the foul air. In addi- 
tion are provided, air washing and 
humidifying apparatus which can be 
used when necessary. 

Economical and highly satisfactory 
results have been obtained over two 
heating seasons, since the building 
was completed, on a consumption of 
600 tons of anthracite No. 1 buck- 
wheat coal per year. Inspection of 
the building by the public is wel- 
comed. Mr. D. A. Skinner, secretary, 
and Mr. William H. Shipman, me- 
chanical superintendent, are modest 
hosts, but they have a right to be 
proud of their housekeeping. The 
building was designed by Cass Gil- 
bert; the heating installed by the 
W. G. Cornell Co. and tha boilers 
made by the American Radiator Co.

The Master Plumbers’ Associa- 
tion of Washington assisted the 
board of education of the public 
schools to establish a class of

PLUMBING GIVES FARM © CHICAGO RIVER 15 ONLY 
COMFORTS OF GITY LIFE ONE FLOWING UPRILL 


Chicago, Oct. 30 (By A. P.).— 
Chicago has the only known river 
in captivity that flows uphill. It is 
named after the city. Instead of 
flowing into Lake .Michigan, as a 
normal river should, the lake flows 
into the river. 

This is not a phenomenon of na- 
ture but an engineering feat of 
man. The river is tapped by a 
drainage canal, which in turn con- 
nects with the Illinois river. and 
eventuallly with the Mississippi 
river. 

Engineers turned the river back- 
wards so that Chicago’s sewage 
would not pollute the lake. As a 
river it probably has caused more 
grief and cussing than any other. 
Chicagoans every once in a while 
wonder what should be done with 
it. Some would like to bridge it 
over with a wide boulevard; others 
want to fill it up, while another 
group, railing at the government 
which maintains that it is navigable 
and must be kept free for traffic, 
want to ban it as a carrier and put 
in fixed bridges. 

After moving west a mile, the 
river divides, one branch meander- 


ing north and.the other south, s0 


that Chicago’s loop virtually is an 
island. Proponents of the boule- 
vard idea hold that the covering 
of the stream would relieve traffic 
and give the downtown area a large 
breathing space. 

All bridges across the river, and 
there are scores of them, are mov- 
able because every once in a while 
a flat boat pulls through carrying 
a lone freight car or a shipment 
of some kind moves inward, halt- 
ing street traffic as one bridge af- 
ter another is lifted. Those who 
wish to see fixed bridges installed 
are petitioning the government to 
rule that the stream no longer is 
navigable. But the War Depart- 
ment still holds that the river must 
be kept open to ship traffic.

cause the frequent use of the 
choke in atarting a cold motor 
means that there is going to be 
more or less crank case dilution 
which destroys the lubricating 
qualities of the oil. 

Every motorist puts one of the 
numerous antifreeze mixtures in 
his radiator. Before doing so he 
should flush it out, thereby remov- 
ing any accumulation of sediment 
or rust that may have gathered, 
thus insuring a freer circulation of 
water. It is well at this time to 
examine the hose connections, and 
if the car has had considerable 
service it might not be a bad idea to 
replace them, because the rubber 
has a tendency to disintegrate, thus 
impeding the circulation. 

Brakes should be adjusted, for 
during bad weather more depend- 
ence must be put in them than at 
any other season. 

Tires, if worn, ought to be re- 
placed, for the water, snow and ice 
will work into the tread cuts and 
perhaps cause trouble at a most in- 
opportune time. 

Inspect Glass Wiper, 


It is a good idea to see that the 
windshield wiper is in good work- 
ing order. If it is the kind op- 
erated off the vacuum\.gystem, see 
that the hose connections are all 
good. If electrically operated, see 
that all connections are tight and 


that there is no danger of a broken 
wire. 

If the car is of thé open type, ex- 
amine the curtains or, better still, 
try them on, and if they are in need 
of repair do not delay having it 
done. If a closed car, mako certain 
that the window lifts will operate 
freely, because while during the 
greater portion of the time you will 
drive with the windows all closed 
or all up but one, and that one 
part way, dressed for the weather 
as you will be, there may come a 
warm day when you would like 
more air in the car. 

Robes, if carried in the car, 
ethould be gotten out and examined. 
The car heater should be examined 
and hooked up if it has been dis- 
connected during the summer. 

The above may seem like a lot of 
things that are necessary to be done 
to the car before going into win- 
ter service, but provided that the 
car has had regular attention dur- 
ing the period of ownership, they 
are more in the nature of precau- 
tions to insure the kind of service 
that the average owner would like 
to have from his automobile at a 
time of year when, from the stand- 
point of transportation, it is going 
to be of the greatest value to him.

When will the automobile indus- 
try become 80 stabilized that the 
manufacturer will cease announc- 
ing new modes? That is a question 
frequently asked, the answer to 
which is: Not so long as motor 
car design and construction can be 
improved. 

Although one of the youngest as 
well as one of the largest American 
industries, in fact, the largest that 
sells a completed unit, the automo- 


bile owes its success to the constant 
improvement of its product. 

At the time of its inception it 
was looked on as a passing fad, a 
plaything of the wealthy, and the 
prediction freely was made that in 
a few years it would fade into the 
background. Compared with the 
present day product the early auto- 
mobiles were very crude; in fact, 
they were an adaption of the 
horse-drawn vehicles. The mere 
fact that they would run for vary- 
ing distances under their own 
power awakened great interest. 
Riding comfort, beauty of design. 
economy of operation as well as 
moderate fire cost, things stressed 
today, were not even dreamed of 
then. 

The manufacturer was en- 
grossed with building something 
that would run, and having done 
this his next step was to sell the 
public on the idea that his vehicle 
could be depended upon to reach a 
given destination and return. That 
was the purpose of the endurance 
runs of the early days—to demon- 
strate under the observation of im- 
partial observers that the product 
was dependable. | 

Step by step manufacturers have 
developed the mechanical features 


tion. Mechanical improvements in 
the last two years have been large- 
ly in the way of refinements of de- 
sign and opcration rather than im- 
provements as such. It is pretty 
well conceded that motor car de- 
sign has become more or less 
standardized and whatever is done 
to the mechanical features will not 
be radical. 

Having brought the mechanical 
end to its present state of perfec- 
tion during the past few years the 
body designer has begun to come 
into his own. Mere dependability 
of performance no longer is suf- 


ficient to market an automobile. rt 
must have appearance as well. This 
appearance must extend beyond the 
beauty of the lines of the car. It 
must include the harmonious blend- 
ing of the colors in which the 
machine is finished, as well as the 
matching of the interior hardware 
and trimmings, for today milady is 
the final judge in the vast majority 
of cases. She takes for granted the 
mechanical parts, but is most inter- 
ested in the details of the finish. 

Some of the finest and most dur- 
able of upholstery fabrics that can 
be manufactured are made today 
for the automobile trade. These 
fabrics not only must be beautiful, 
but lasting as well, under all sorts 
of weather and climatic conditions. 

Riding comfort is an all essential 
factor today, which means that the 
machine not only must be well bal- 
anced, but that the seat design and 
construction must be such that it is 
restful to the oceupant. In con- 
junction with riding comfort there 
might be mentioned ease of hand- 
ling. 

Economy of operation is another 
point in which all are interested, 
High tire mileage and low gasoline 
consumption are potent sales argu- 
ments. 

The buying public today is de- 
manding these things, and just so 
long as they continue to look for 
them the motor car manufacturer 
is going to endeavor to anticipate 
the demands by continually improv- 
ing his product. The competition is 
too keen for any one manufactnrer

BUICK COMPANY SOLVES 
BALANCING OF WHEELS 


Recent Investigation Brings 
Change in Valves and Stems 
for 1927 Model. 


IS ROOT OF RIDING EVILS 


Every autoist knows that in the 
average wheel there is an unbal- 
anced side where the valve and 
valve stem are located. The effect 
which this unbalanced weight has 
on the riding qualities of the car 
recently has been made the subject 
of investigation. 

The Buick Motor Co., solved 
the problem of unbalanced wheels 
by counter-balancing the valves 
and stems in all four wheels in the 
1927 models recently introduced. 

An automotive publication re- 
cently made the question of bal- 
anced wheels an editorial subject. 
It said: 

“Balancing of road wheels is to 
the fore just now, a refinement of 
seemingly needless delicacy on the 
face of it. But remembering the 
erratic pull of 4 weight suspended 
from a string and swung rapidly 
in circles, not so foolish after all. 

“A state of unbalance in a wheel 
equivalent to a weight of half a 
pound concentrated on the rim, 
exerts a pull of something like 28 
pounds when the wheel is turning 
at a rate corresponding to 40 miles 


an hour. A 28-pound centrifugal 
pull on the wheel may be the root 
of several evils—‘‘shimmy” and 
“‘tramping,” principally. While a 
similiar unbalanced condition in 
all four wheels may produce 
oddities in riding performance that 
are most difficult to explain. 

“It isn’t that the thing in itself 
necessarily amounts to véry much 
that makes it important, but that 
it is one of those comparatively 
minor improvements that in the 
aggregate account for marked ad- 
vance in performance. The time 
has come when manufacturers no 
longer can afford to neglect the 
little things. For if any manu- 
factured product is. the consumma- 
tion of carefully worked out detail 
it is the automobile.”’

In these cool autumn mornings 
and evenings “motorists can obtain 
first-class performance and effi- 
clency by making use of the heat 
of the motor itself, according to 
Walter Lambert, Hudson-Essex dis- 
tributor. The result to be desired, 
he said, is to get the motor and mo- 
tor compartment warm just as 
promptly as possible. 

“When this warm temperature 
is reached,’’ Mr. Lambert stated, 
“the efficiency of carburetion | {s 
much increased, and we obtain bet- 
ter performance and improved 
economy. Until the motor is warm, 
too, the use of the choke is usually 
necessary, and it is well known that 
this is harmful to the life of the 
motor. To warm the motor prompt- 
ly we recommend the use of the 
radiator shutters. By closing these 
shutters the motorist can prevent 
cold air from streaming through 
the radiator onto the motor. When 
this cold air is excluded the engine 
will quickly bring itself to an ef- 
ficient temperature, and the ‘cold’ 
period is reduced to a minimum. 

“It is a mistake to think shutters 
are useful only in very cold weath- 
er. They are useful in all temper- 
atures, and particularly when less 
than 60 degrees is registered. Be- 
cause of their importance they have 
long been supplied as standard 
equipment on both Hudson and Es- 
sex. A motometer is installed, too, 
to enable the driver to keep his car 
at a consistenly correct tempera- 
ture. 

‘In driving into a cold wind, for 
instance, the driver will doubtless 
wish to close the shutters—which, 
by the way, will make it more com- 
fortable for passengers in the front 
seats. It is also good practice, on 
cold days, to close the shutters en- 
tirely when stopping, thereby re- 
taining and conserving as much 
heat as possible. On a long drive 
the motor will warm itself up to a 
point where the shutters should be 
at least partly open for efficient 
cooling. By keeping this consistent 
control of his motor the owner of

When you buy a policy, make 
positive whether it reads “‘insure”’ 
or “indemnify,’’ for there is a big 
difference in these two words. In 
a liability policy, the company 
agrees to insure or indemnify you 
against loss by reason of the liabil- 
ity imposed upon you for bodily in- 
jury or death of a person or per- 
sons, all of which means that the 
company agrees to reimburse you 
after judgment has been taken 


and the money collected from you. 


But a few companies will let you 
pay the judgment, and if you can't 
pay, they will refuse to settle on 
the ground that you have yet to 
suffer a loss. And that means that 
the judgment hangs over your 
head ready to be levied on any fu- 
ture property you may acquire.

Capt. E. V. Rickenbacker, 


Rickenbacker, has been 
chairman of the new contest board 


of the American Automobile asso- | 


ciation, according to an announce- 
ment made here today by Thomas 
P. Henry, president of the national 
motoring body, of which the con- 
test board is a major department. 

The contest board supervises all 
official and sanctioned automobile 
racing in the United States and 
Mr. Rickenbacker’s acceptance of 
the chairmanship, at the request 
of Mr. Henry, is expected to give 
an enormous impetus to this sport. 

Rickenbacker will take office 
with a new board composed of na- 
tionally known men. The board 
was recently reorganized at a meet- 
ing held here at which its member- 
ship was strengthened and _  ex- 
panded in such a way as to be more 
representative of the public and 
the press, speedway and track

Capt. Rickenbacker, before he 
entered the great war, was one of 
the most colorful drivers in Amer- 
ica.

Pershing’s chauffeur, and later as 
one of the most daring and capable 
aviators produced by the .world 
war.

ASHINGTON is one of many 
W populous, beautiful and inter- 
esting cities to be found within 
the borders of the United States, but 
to Americans who would climb in the 
social world it is probably preferred to 
any other of the nation’s metropolitan 
centers or magnificent watering places.

Many residents of Washington, own- 
ers of magnificent. homes and a string of 
motor cars, have discovered | that such

laden with invitations to social func- 
tions. - 

In the face of all this it is very diff- 
cult to comprehend how a girl with such 
opportunities and pleasant prospects 
would prefer to turn her back on it all 
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rumored that she might 
have ‘married any one of 
a dozen or more of the 
best “catches” in the 
Capital, but her pretty 
fancy finally settled upon 
the grandson of Samuel 
Kauffmann, very well 
known in society circles. 

Now after six short 
years Miss Lane is in 
New York with her little 
son seeking a career 
before the _ footlights. 
Though everybody had 
hoped that the belle of 
cabinet society would 
preside over a beautiful 
home in Washington, 
‘fate seems to have ar- 
ranged matters other- 
wise, for Miss Lane after’ 
a few unhappy years of 
wedded life has decided 
that her real forte is act- 
ing and not being a but- 
terfly in the garden of 
society. 

Last year Miss Lane 
succeeded in becoming 
an understudy to the 

star in one of the hits of the season, but 
the job of understudying is a very 
thankless one, especially where the 
understudy never gets an opportunity 
to step into the role of the star.

Plaids Are to the Fore. 


Plaid taffeta is very attractively used in 
the new collection. It is used in entire frocks 
and in combination with other materials. 
The use of taffeta is confined almost exclus- 
ively to garments for day wear. The taffeta 
evening frock does not seem to me to have as 
yet achieved a place in French fashions. 

Plaids in materials other than taffeta have 
also an important position in the new Premet 
collection. , Transparent materials such as 
chiffon and georgette crepe are used to a 
greater degre: than ever before. Transparent 
coats are made in connection with many of 
the gowns designed for race and restaurant 
wear. This type of outer garment is very 
effective, giving dignity and importance to 
the dress with which it is worn without add- 
ing weight. Skirts of pleated chiffon and 
georgette crepe with sweaters or blouses of 
crepe de chine are being advocatd for sports 
wear. The skirts are invariably plated and 
are very new and attractive in appearance.

In the category of wool fabrics 1 would 
like to especially mention the soft, fine 
‘‘laine grattee’’ which you will find has been 
very extensively used. It is like a very soft 
velours de laine and has frequently a tiny 
pattern woven in it. It is lovely in delicate 
color combinations such as soft pastel blue 
and gray. 


A New Fabric of Artificial Silk. 


I would like also to emphasize a new 
type of fabric combining artificial silk with 
wool. The feature that distinguishes this 
type of material from the silk and wool 
combinations which we have had in the past, 
is that the artificial silk instead of being 
brilliant, is rather dull and frosted in ap- 
pearance. Frequently the silk is introduced 
in the form of an overplaid or a check. 

Pastel blue is one of the tones most em- 
phasized by this house, but all pastel shades 
I consider very’ smart, especially the orchid- 
rose tone which will be much seen in clothes 
for resort wear. Black and white is a com- 
bination. which I strongly advocate for town.

Mrs. Wilson’s Influence in Selec- 
tions—The Bryan-Daniels Inci- 
dent, Palmer’s Declination of the 
War Portfolio and McAdoo’s 
Maneuvering Outlined by Presi- 


dent’s Confidential Friend.

newspapers and one of Woodrow Wilson’s 

most intimate friends and advisors through- 
out his ten years of public career. 


LMOST immediately after the election, 
the Wilson family made off to Ber- 
muda, where they. remained upward 
of a month, occupying the home of 
Mrs. Peck (now Mrs, Mary Ann Hulbert), re- 
‘urning to America on December 16. 
Until that time nothing had been decided 
about cabinet selections. And as soon as he 
he set about preparing for the com- 
ing session of the New Jersey legislature, ac- 
ae ida a few invitations to speak before mov- 
ine into the White House, and meeting the 
+ arty leaders and cabinet candidates. 
Many secret meetings were held at the 
partment of Col. House in New York and at 
the home of Wilson in Princeton. Mrs. 
Wilson usually was, present at the con- 
ferences in Princeton. Tumulty attended 
néarly all of the conferences. McCombs, un- 
friendly to House and Tumulty, rarely got a 
chance to see the President-elect. 


Edwards Beaten. 
Until the last minute before departure for 
Washington Wilson was occupled with a few 


>» New Jersey political quarrels. 


~ 
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He had returned from Bermuda determined 
to prevent the election of Edward I. Edwards, 
afterward governor and United States senator, 
as State treasurer. Edwards was then State 
comptroller, and while they had always been 
on friendly terms, there had been a feeling on 

Vilson’s part that Edwards had gone out of 
his way in refusing to turn over to him the 
monthly pay checks a¢ times when he was out 
of the State and the respective senate presi- 
dents had been acting governors. In the 
1912 landslide the Democrats had again 
elected the legislature, the Smith-Nugent 
forces having control of the big delegation 
from Essex county. 

Smith and Nugent were friendly: to Ed 
wards for State treasurer and this gave Wil- 
son excuse to make the fight. Edwards was 
beaten. 

Wilson did not relinquish the governorship 
of New Jersey until the end of February, four 
days before he became President. It Was a 
quaint gathering that witnessed in Trenton 
his final surrender of the State seal to Fielder, 
his successor. Political followers of the 
Jersey City and Newark machines marched to 
the State capitol and cheered Fielder as he 
took over the reins of government. Wilson 


- had few real friends in the assemblage. 


He spent Sunday and Monday quietly 
Princeton, putting the finishing touches on his 
Washington program, and getting ready for 
his departure on Tuesday morning, March °? 
No action, of course, was contemplated by 
Princeton university. The relationships there 
were of such an unhappy character that any 
attempt to heal them would have been feeble. 
A formal mthute was adopted by the board of 
trustees, but it did not come until January 9 
two months after Wilson’s election to the 
Presidency. When it came it was of a some- 
what perfunctory kind. 

As no farewell had been arranged in uni- 
versity circles, Col. Flynn, bank president and 
Wilson enthusiast, felt .that the townsfolk 
mnust fittingly observe the occasion. He took 
Mrs. Wilson into his confidence and was told 
that ‘‘no one has ever given Woodrow a lov- 
ing cup.’’.And so the best that money could 
buy was forthcoming and the trophy duly 
presented on March 2, in the name of the 
citizens of the little borough. 

When the President and Mrs. Wilson left 
for Washington March 8 they walked from 
their home in Cleveland lane to the rail- 
way station, a distance of about a mile. They 
never spent a night in Princeton again. 

While the heads of the university took no 
part in the farewell the student body did’par- 
ticipate. The undergraduates had invited 
Wilson to be their guest on the trip to Wash- 
ington, and they provided a special train of 
seven day coaches and two parlor cars. On 
the morning of their departure the students 
had a gay lark, singing and cheering and 
indulging in the other pleasantries character- 
istic of healthy college boys. Upward of 500 
of them crowded into the day coaches, the 
parlor cars being reserved for the Wilson 
party. As the train pulled out they sang “Old 
Nassau”? and Wilson, standing on the plat- 
form of the last car, joined in the singing

Picking His Cabinet. 


_ Wilson was personally very eager to have 
Louis Brandeis in his cabinet. He haq been 
making use of the Brandeis philosophy and 
had a great admiration for the work that the 
Boston lawyer had done in exposing Secretary 
of the Interior Ballinger, as well as unearth- 
ing the scandals in the New York, New Haven 
& Hartford railroad. The big financial in- 
rerests of New England, victims of the 
exposures, were’ successful in 
blocking that selection. Wilson always re-

but she had come through the heartbreaking 
and nerve-racking struggle at Princeton and 
knew how difficult it was for her husband to 
get along with individuals. 

Wilson, on the other hand, spurred by 
Tumulty and House, took the position that 
he owed Bryan so much for his work at Bal- 
timore, particularly in view of the disclosures 
on the Joline letter, that he could do nothing 
but tender him the first place in the cabinet. 
fle felt, too, that Bryan would no, be a 
trouble-maker, but would ‘‘work well in har 
ness.,’’ 

The selection of the other cabinet members 
had many curious angles. Meetings to pass 
upon the various prospects were held at the 
Wilson home in Princeton, at the apartment 
of House in New York and in Tumulty’s su- 
capitol in Trenton. 
ardent Bryan follow- 
secretary of the Navy in 
the dingy old railroad station at Trenton. 
Daniels wanted to be Postmaster General, 
but House felt that he did not measure up to 
the place. Swhsequently thé President was 
pleasantly surprised at the ability and sterling 
qualities of Daniels, and was enthusiastic 
over his handling of the Navy Department 
during the war. ‘ 

If Senator Hughes, of New Jersey, had 
eared for it he could have had the post of 
secretary of Labor, but he declined it, and 
succeeded in having his old colleague and 
friend, Congressman William B. Wilson, of 
Pennsylvania, personally unknown to Wilson. 
named in his stead. 

Until he went to Washington to be inaugu- 
rated as President, Wilson had not seen three 
members of his cabinet. And a fourth- 
secretary of War Garrison—-he had met but 


once.

Choosing the Others. 


Thomas J. Pence and Tumulty accelerated 
many other cabinet selections. Together with 
House they landed Albert S. Burleson as 
Postmaster General. Few reached the cabi- 


nc arc 


and as a member of the Interstate Commerce 
Commission, where he had been placed by 
Roosevelt. 

Lane was early in the field for a cabinet ap- 
pointment and his campaign was cleverly 
handled. Wilson liked him very much, espe- 
cially in the early days, although he felt that 
Lane did most of his grave talking outside 
of cabinet meetings. It was aways a source 
of disappointment to him that Wilson did not 
name him an associate justice of the Supreme 
Cort. When Lane quit, John Barton Payne 
was named Secretary of the Interior on the 
recommendation of Edward N. Hurley, chair- 
man of the Shipping Board. 

Single-handed House put over James C. 
McReynolds, of Tennessee, as Attorney Geh- 
eral. Wilson never had seen him. When the 
President named McReynolds as associate 
justice of the Supreme Court, House at once 


picked another Southerner, Thomas W. Greg-. 


ory, of Texas, for Attorney General, 

David F. Houston, of Missouri, but former- 
ly of Texas, owed much to the irrepressible 
House. Wilson regarded Houston, who serv- 


ed first as Secretary of Agriculture and later - 


as Secretary of the. Treasury, as easily the 
biggest man in the cabinet and the-best fitted 
for the Presidency among his associates. 
Houston wrote the Wilson veto of the budget 
bill passed by Congress, as well as several of 
the other Wilson messages. When Carter 
Glass, wlio had served as, Secretary of the 
Treasury after McAdoo’s resignation, decided 
to go to the Senate, Wilson named Houston 
as his successor and picked Meredith for 
Secretary of Agriculture. Glass was a per- 
sonal selection of the President. 

That was also true of William C. Redfield, 
who was made Secretary of Commerce at 
the outset of the Wilson regime. Redfield 
had served a term in Congress and won atten- 
tion by his serious speeches on the tariff. 
Hie represented a Brooklyn district, and the 
Democratic organization there decided to 
sidetrack him by nominating him in a strong- 
ly Republican district in 1912. Wilson had 
shown a great deal of interest in Redfield’s 
tariff views and Redfield-had displayed much 
interest in Wilson. This did not rest well 
with the political machine in New York. It 
was Wilson’s intention to name Redfield as 
Postmaster General, but on Tumulty’s repre- 
sentation that the solid Brooklyn citizen’ had 
& mind more given to business than politics 
the shift was made to the Department of 
Commerce. When Redfield retired from the 
cabinet it was Tumulty who picked Joshua 
W. Alexander, of Missouri, to finish out the 
work as Secretary of the Department of Com- 
merce, 


Palmer Declined War Portfolio 


Wilson tendered the post of Secretary of 
War to A. Mitchell Palmer, who had been 
largely instrumental in. getting and keeping 
the Pennsylvania delegation unbroken at Bal- 
timore. After every inauguration there are 
romantic yarns about party leaders who have 
refused cabinet places. In the case of Palmer 
the refusal was genuine. 

Paimer declined because he was a Quaker 
whose training and traditions he felt unfitted 
him to bend his energies building up a mili- 
tary establishment. 

The popular notion that the Wilson mind 
never budged, once it was set, is erroneous. 
No better illustration is needed than the cir- 
‘umstances surrounding the ultimate naming 
of Palmer as Attorney General to succeed

Gregory recommended that 
Carroll, Todd, Assistant Attorney General, 
should be named as his successor. Tumulty 
immediately cabled the President, then -in 
Paris, that the issue of Southern domination 
under the Democrats was growing more acute 
each, day. 


PLOSIONS 
SUBJECT OF DISCUS 


Matters that concern the protection of 
human life are of nation-wide interest be- 
cause, as we have learned too well from 


costly experiences, the disaster of the East 
or West today may become the catastrophe 
of the North or South tomorrow. It is, there- 
fore, a splendid arrangement which makes 
possible a national meeting, where safety to 
life is the principal object ‘of consideration, 
said David J. Price, dust explosion engineer 
of the United/ States Department of Agricul- 
ture, today -in addressing the manufacturers 
of food products, meeting with the National 
Safety council at Detroit, Mich. 

The possibility of dust explosions occur- 
ring in the manufacture of our essential food 
products is now generally recognized; with 
the result that extensive research has made 
very helpful contributions toward reducing 
the hazard in this industry as well as in other 
industries where a combustible dust is cre- 
ated. Marked progress has beén made in the 
control of dust explosions and prevention of 
resulting fires in flour mills particularly. The 
first dust explosion on record occurred in 
this industry and resulted in the develop- 
ment of methods and equipment for effective 
dust control. Only four lives: have been 
i t in dust explosions in flour mills since the

Combustible dusts are set off in much the 
same way as combustible gases and must be 
regarded as dangerous. Control of the prob-. 
lem is approached, therefore, in much the 
same manner as the control and preventiou 
of gas explosions. Dust must be efficiently 
collected and all possible means of ignition 
prevented.

applied by the industrfes as rapidly as they 


are developed, and that very close coopera- 
tion exists between the manufacturing com- 
panies and the bureau of chemistry in this 
research work.

After a cross play of cables between Wash- 
ington and Paris, Wilson instructed Tumulty 


to meet him in Boston with the official com- 
mission designating Sherman Whipple, dis- 
tinguished Massachusetts lawyer, as Attorney 
General of the United States. The President 
conference 
for a brief visit, and it was at Tumulty’s sug- 
gestion that the dramatic landing of the 
George Washington was fixed for Boston. 
Tumulty proceeded to carry out orders, But 
nothing daunted, he also took a commission 
that would make Palmer Attorney Gencral. 
Soon after the George Washington reached 
port Tumulty got the car of the President and 
when the argument was finished the Palmer 
commission was the one that was signed. 

When Palmer definitely refused the war 
portfolio in 1913 Tumulty came forward with 
the suggestion that one of the recognized 
and outstanding equity judges of the country 
resided right in his home town of Jersey 
City. It was Vice Chancellor Lindley M. Gar- 
rison. Wilson didnot remember ever having 
But on Tumulty’s rep- 
resentation he summoned him to the State 
capitol at Trenton next day. Garrison had 
no inkling of the reason for his being invited. 
When Wilson, after a pleasant introduction, 
tendered him the-portfolio of Secretary. of 
War, Garrison was stunned. 

Garrison pointed out that he was not in 
touch with political affairs, that he was oc- 
cupying a pleasant judicial place for which 
he had fitted himself by long year's of work, 
that it was the kind of berth that suited both 
his ambitions and personal tastes. Wilson 
argued there was a larger duty in life than 
mere personal inclination and comfort, that 
Garrison owed it to his country to make any 
financial or other sacrifice involved. Garri- 
son hurried back to Jersey City, packed-his 
bag, and went with his wife to Atlantic City 
to think it over. Next day he accepted and 
three days later he was on his way to Wash- 
ington to assume command of the War De- 
partment. 


Garrison rendered first-rate service to the 


administration and to the country. He won 
many friends by his frank and fearless meth- 
ods of dealing with public questions. When 
the world war broke out he became an out- 
spoken advocate of preparedness for Amer- 
ica. His position and his keen intellect, to- 
gether with his enormous energy, soon 
brought him into a place of distinct leader- 
ship in the fight. Wilson was not yet ready, 
however, for such aggressive action and re- 
fused to support the Secretary of War’s pro- 
gram for a larger army. Garrison tendered 
his resignation and went pack to the practice 
of his profession,,and eventually to the re- 
ceivership of the Brooklyn Rapid Transit 
Municipal subway. He was succeeded by 
Newton D. Baker, mayor of Cleveland, who 
came to have a very high place in the presi- 
dential favor. 


McAdoo Political Maneuvering. 


McAdoo did not sail into the cabinet on 
smooth waters. Next to Daniels he had the 
biggest odds to overcome. McCombs, Mor- 
genthau, and others put up a stiff fight to 
prevent his getting the Treasury portfolio. 
Morganthau was a candidate himself. Mc- 
Combs had come to regard McAdoo as his 
most powerful enemy. Personally, Wilson al- 
ways had a regard for McAdoo, who was one 
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President Taft gives way to his suocessor. 


of the earliest men of affairs to attach him 
self to the Wilson presidential boom. 
argument chiefly used to head off the Mc- 
Adoo appointment was that he was a pro- 
motor, whose one great accomplishment was 
the building of the Hudson tubes, and that 
he would be regarded as a Wa} street agent. 
The attacks caused Wilson to ponder long 
and much work was needed to overcome the 
opposition. Tumulty vigorously went to the 
defense of McAdoo. House likewise was ar- 
dently for McAdoo. It was a great battle, and 
Wilson finally capitulated. While McAdoo, 
after his marriage to one of the daughters of 
Wilson, grew very close to the President, 
Wilson never got entirely over the early im- 
pression created by the critics of McAdoo that 
he was a Wall street promoter. When Mc- 
Adoo wanted to become director general of 
railroads during the war it required strenuous 
efforts to bring about the appointment. 

From the very beginning Tumulty and 
House were the chief patronage dispensers. 
with McAdoo as the runner-up, Many of 
Wilson’s fights*with the Senate over patron- 
age were brought about by attempts to force 
into office men selected either by McAdoo 
himself or by friends who were suspected 
from the outset of attempting to set up a 
political machine that would eventually land 
McAdoo in the White House. 

Shortly after his marriage to the Presi- 
dent's. daughter, Miss Eleanor Wilson, Mc- 
Adoo’s power over the patronage began per- 
ceptibly to spread out. His position of inti- 
macy gave him opportunity which he would 
not otherwise have had and which made it 
difficult for any man either in the cabinet or 
in Congress to oppose McAdoo without very 
soon finding himself also in opposition to 
Wilson.’ 

It was not of Wilson’s making. He sought 
to keep himself free from family influences 
and at times appeared to be leaning backward 
in his intercourse with McAdoo. But it soon 
became evident that the McAdoo politics were 
the administration politics, and it was not 
possible to criticize McAdoo without criticiz- 
ing Wilson. 


Wilson’s Ideas on Appointments. 


In the first two years of the Presidency Wil- 
son played considerably at organization poli- 
tics. It was not to his liking. But every 
President finds he must be a pulitician in one 
sense or another. 

With all his idealism Wilson usually was 
cautious about the likely effect of a course of 
action on his own political fortunes, though 
at times he would appear to be utterly indif- 
ferent to political considerations or conse- 
quences. When the timid Democratic repre- 
sentative from Wilson’s home district sug- 
gested the name of a faithful party man for 
postmaster at Princeton, Wilson dismissed 
the matter promptly with the remark: 

“Chip Cottrell always handled my mail 
well when I was there and I am going to re- 
appoint him.”? And so William H. Cottrell, the 
Republican postmaster of Princeton, was con- 
tinued, 

Occasionally Wilson would unearth an old 
supporter at the university, or a personal 
friend would make a recommendation that led 
to amusing difficulties in the Senate.

DGAR ALLAN POE ‘placed his name 
E high among the immortal writers of 
: literature by his stories and poems of 
Yhystery and grewsome tragedy and death, 
but for all his morbid genius he loved beauty. 

Even when he considered the mystery of 
death and his own passing from the world 
he visioned his resting place as a bower of 
gweetly-scented flowers and as a quiet, pleas- 
ant spot where he might lie and where,those 
who loved him might come to ponder on the 
wchievements and personality of a truly great 
man of letters. 

” Yet underneath all this was a deadly, dev- 
astating fear torturing his heart that some 
day he would find oblivion ih the grave— 
that he would rest alone, far from loved ones, 
unknown in some lonely, desolate place for- 
saken even by nature. 

* Perhaps he saw beyond the tomb of which 
he so constantly spoke and thought, and to 
which reference is found in most of his works. 
Perhaps he saw the leer upon the ghoul-like 
countenance of the Phantom of Tragedy which 
shackled his body with poverty, tormented his 
supersensitive mind, tore from his side his 
beloved wife, sent him to his grave in his 
prime, threatened to make his final resting 
place unknown—and gave to him in death 
the living companionship of the “Mad Scx- 
ton,” who moved like a ghoul among the 
tombs. 

Until the announcement recéntly was made 
that a Baltimore church and graveyard were 
being restored, it seemed the poet’s unvoiced 
prophecy that he would lie forgotten was com- 
ing true. Now, instead of weeds and pepper- 
grass, he will have something the like of 
which he dreamed when he wrote the poem, 
‘For Annie:”’

It seemed as 
though a shadow had been thrown over the 
world. 

No one would have thought it the burial 
of some great person. There was just the 
hearse, with one hack coming after it. There 
was not a single flower.

HOW TO TAKE CARE

In a recent publication on home laundering 


the United States Department of Agriculture 
makes the following suggestions concerning 
the use and care of washing machines:

Study the booklet furnished by the manu- 
facturer of the machine and oil the machine 
according to his directions. Lubrication is 
necessary for every mechanical device and is 
a most important point in the preper care of 
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Judge Poe a cousin, ordered a marble head- 
stone. The tablet was completed and deliv- 
ered to the station for shipment. 

One night before it could be moved, a 
freight train passed. There was a defect in 
the running gear. Several cars left the track. 
One of them crashed into the marble head- 
stone, smashing it. 


When another faileg to supplant it, the 
‘‘Mad Sexton” searched nooks and corners of 
his dismal domain until he dragged forth a 
bit of sandstone bearing the figure 80, a 
fragment of one of the markers used to num- 
ber burial lots. This was Pce’s only grave- 
stone until 1875——a poor monument to the 
dreamer who wished so pitiably in life fer a 
laureled tomb set amid a bower of luxuriant 
blossoms. 


But through it all there slipped one com- 
pensation, despite the watchfulness of the 
Phantom of Tragedy. The body of Poe’s 
wife, Virginia Clemm Poe, whom he loved 
with an ecstatic devotion, had been buried, 
after her death in January, 1847, in the tomb 
of the Valentine family in New York. 

News years later that the tomb had been 
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demolished reached 
the ears of a friend of 
the dead poet. This 
friend went to the 
burial ground, after 
obtaining the proper 
authority, and’ col- 
lected  Virginia’s 
bones. These he 
placed in a wooden 
box which he carried 
‘to his rooms. 

After living with 
these grewsome re- 
mains for some time, 
he had them sent to 
Baltimore, where 
they were buried at 
the right side of the 
poet husband who 
worshiped her in life 
and whose grief over 
her death undoubted- 
ly hastened his own 
death. 

On his other side, 
years later, was 
placed the body of 
Mrs. Marie Clemm, 
his aunt and mother- 
in-law. It was she 
who, when her son- 
in-law was too ill, 
went from magazine 

to magazine pleading with editors to publish 
the same stuff which since has electrified the 
literary world. 

And later this same woman who never 
could see a single fault in her ‘“‘“Eddie’’ came 
to weep over his unkempt grave. Day in and 
day out passersby who. stopped to peer 
through the grilled gate saw this solitary 
mourner with a dark shawl thrown over her 
head. 

Then in death, as the bones of these three 
children of the land of Arcadian dreams lay 
side by side, was symbolized one of the most 
beautiful and devoted loves associated with 
literature—the more exquisite for the grim- 
ness of the tragedy which attended it. 

Phree years after Poe was buried the pres- 
ent Westminster church was built. Laymen, 
in charge of the building program, suggested 
that all bodies be exhumed and buried else- 
where. Families of persons whose bodies 
rested there objected. 

A compromise was effected. It was de- 
cided to construct the edifice on stilts, or 
arches, over the graves. 

Poe fared better in November, 1875, when

While all this was transpiring a deep af- 
fection was being born between the dead poet 
and the ‘‘Mad Sexton.”” He spent hours com- 
muning with Poe’s spirit and gazing raptly 
at the tomb. He used to talk to the dead 
genius and when‘visitors braved the big tron 
gate and entered behind the high brick walls, 
so the story goes, he used to lead them over 
to the monument and, pointing, say: ‘“‘There’s 
Ed.”’ 

He spoke of his invisible guest In awed 
tones. And even as he walked about the his- 
toric place with its illustrious revolutionary 
war dead, including the poet’s grandfather, 
Gen. Poe, the eyes of the sexton would re- 
turn to the wraith-like monument. 

When the ‘Mad Sexton's” wife died he 
took his few belongings and, accompanied 
by his black dog, took up his abode among 
the graves under the arched guild hall. 
There he lived and died, among the dead he 
came to know and love. 

There are many conflicting stories con- 
cerning his death. The most generally ac- 
cepted is that he committed suicide on a chill 
winter’s night—answered the call of rattling 
throats of skeletons, harkened to the beckon- 
ing of claw-like fleshless fingers. And his 
black dog, brother to.the raven, howled long 
and weirdly at the crystal-clear moon and 
went away, and was seen no more. 

‘The ‘Mad Sexton’s’ quarters were the 
strangest of domiciles. For the place where 
he lived was a crypt. And few were those 
who enjoyed the hospitality of his abode. 

Strange tales were woven by the super- 
stitious neighbors who, on moonlight nights, 
Saw this queer creature stalking like a ghoul 
among his dead. Intelligent men said per- 
haps it was Bedloe, the disembodied spirit 
which the mysticism of Poe’s morbid: imagt- 
nation conceived in his story, “Ragged 
Mountains,’”’ coming back to converse with 
the earthly. 


There were those who said that even after 
the “‘Mad Sexton’s’” body was found, gaunt 
and cold, that he came back at night when 
the moon was on the wane and stood with 
bowed head before the monument of the dead 
poet. 

Years rushed by and the city grew. It 
surged about the church -and its burtal 
ground, threatening it with extinction. Fac- 
tories sprang up. ah 

Residents moved farther out, seeking to 
avoid smoke and noise. The congregation 
dwindled until it no longer could support a 
pastor. Then both buildings and grounds 
fell into disrepute. 

But time is bringing the realization of a 
cherished dream to Poe and to his strange 
companion who no longer stalks through the 
long-neglected graveyard with his black dog.

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“What, you play tennis? No wonder you 
are a third-rater, my friend. My examina- 
tion and appliances show positively that you 
are ideally equipped for weight-throwing!”’ 
This is the sort of statement made by Dr. A. 
Thooris, president of the scientific commis- 
sion of the French Athletic federation, to the 
aspiring athlete who comes to him for guid- 
ance as to the branch of athletics inswhich he 
can excel. Following this advice, if he wishes, 
‘the tennis player then proceeds to become a 
champion hammer thrower, or a shot putter. 


Why does many an athlete of ideal 
physique so often lag. behind in his chosen 
sport? How can he find out In which branch 
he can become first rate? 

To answer these questions, Dr. Thooris 
conducts tests in his laboratory in Paris, re- 
ports Popular Science Monthly: Here, sur- 
rounded by charts, anatomical drawings and 
queer mechanical appliances, he recently ex- 
amined more than a hundred French ath- 
letes. .

The greatest handicap under which fully 
33 per cent of athletes labor, Dr. Thooris 
has found, is bad breathing, because of nasal 
obstructions. This fault he treats by ‘‘dias- 
tolization,” or gradual opening of the nasal 
passage. - 

Among the unusual testing devices which 
he has invented is an ‘‘oscillometer,’’ to test 
blood pressure and the athlete’s staying 
abilities. The subject is tested after exer- 
cise with dumb-bells, and classified according 


to the time required for the blood pressure 
to return to normal. The ‘‘pneumograph,”’ 
another device,-is a pneumatic girdle which 
registers the .movement of the chest mus- 
cles in inhalation and exhalation.

ALASKAN REINDEER 


The reindeer industry in Alaska, though 
still in its infancy, promisés, with proper guid- 
ance, to become an important factor in the 
future development of the Territory, says the 
biological survey of the United States Depart- 
ment of Agriculture in a recent bulletin on 
reindeer grazing in Alaska. It is compara- 
tively a recent undertaking, and as a com- 
mercial enterprise dates back only a few 
years. From the original stock of 1,280 ani- 
mals imported from Siberia over a period of 
ten years up to 1902, the reindeer in Alaska 
have now increased to about 350,000 animals, 
distributed in 110 herds. 

In addition to the numbers in present herds, 
it is estimated that about 125,000 have. been 
killed for food and clothing. During the 
period from 1918 to 1926 more than 1,875,- 
000 pounds cf reindeer meat was shipped 
from Alaska, the total for 1923 being nearly 
200,000 pounds, for 1924 about 375,000 
pounds, and for 1925 approximately 680,000 
pounds. With continued development, there 
-promises to be a steady increase in the output, 
Says the department. Steers for butchering 
sold in 1925 for $10 to $12 a head. Breeding 
stock is valued at $18 to $30 a head, and the 
average cost of production for each animal is 
about $1 a year. At Nome and St. Michael 


reindeer meat retails at 15 to 20 cents a 
pound. 

The natural cold-storage facilities of Alaska 
have been used advantageously in handling 
reindeer meat. In areas adjoining the arctic 
coast solid ice is reached within three or fou 


feet of the surface and extends downward to 
great depths. During the winter of 1925 one 
chamber large enough to hold 100 carcasses 
was excavated in the underground ice. In the 
spring the carcasses thus stored were removed 
in excellent condition for shipping. 


Course for Nurses in Normal 


‘ Schools. 


Normal school courses in health education 
and allied subjects for nurses engaged in 
public-sclol health work were inaugurated 
during 1925-26 in State normal schools or 
Connecticut. About 80 nurses availed them- 
Selves of the opportunity of training in serv- 
ice. Groups of nurses met approximately 
every two weeks during the school year, and 
the course included from 12 to 15 periods 
of two hours each. The essentials of psy- 
chology, child training and principles of edu- 
cational method were covered in lectures. 
The work throughout the course was cor- 
related with health education. Demonstra- 
tions and practice lessons were given.

The other day, walking in October woods, I 
came upon that near relative of the Fringed 
Gentian, the one of deeper blue and appearing 
always to be just Teady to open. It was the 
Closed, or Bottle, Gentian. The Fringed Gen- 
tian is lovely in a more ethereal way. The 
Closed Gentian denotes a certain sturdiness 
and strength, both in the manner of its 
growth and in the deep blue of its color. My 
companion suggested that I pick it, for there 
were many more plants along the woodland 
edge. But*l would not. Much of its beauty 
—and this is true of a great number of our 
wild flowers—-was dependent upon its back- 
ground. 

Many times I have been asked why the 
Closed Gentian does not open, people telling 
me that they have picked it and put it in 
water, but it has refused to open. It is open, 
although closed, paradoxical as this may 
seem. It is not necessary that this flower 
should open more in order to become cross- 
fertilized. The bumble-bee attends to that 
task, and the flower remaining closed pro- 
tects its nectaries from the intrusion of those 
other insects which might steal the sweets 
without paying the price. 

If you have the chance watch a bumble- 
bee gain entrance. Thrusting her long tongue 
through a tiny opening in. the tip of a 
flowér, she pushes with all her strength un- 
til she has forced those petals apart suffi- 
ciently to get her head in. Then she keeps 
on until only her hind legs and the tip of 
her body remain outside. But Lady Bumble- 
bee is too smart to be caught, as she would 
be should she enter entirely. Should she 
do this, those petals would spring together, 
and there she would be—a prisoner. So she 
is careful to keep those hind legs outside. 
Then, when she has drained the nectar, she 
backs out. Examine her then. You will find 
grains of pollen on her head. When she 
enters the next flower some of that pollen 
will be left on the stigma. Thus cross-fer- 
tilization takes place and the bee has paid 
for the sweet she has. taken. 

The Closed Gentian is likely to last longer 
than the Fringed Gentian for, unlike the lat- 
ter, it is perennial. This ‘means that the 
roots live and throw up a new plant each 
year. Nevertheless, it is a pity to pick this 
beautiful flower, for certainly it can not 
increase unless it be allowed to make seed: 
and with constant picking, it is growing less 
year by year Another common name for it 
is Blind Gentian. 


An Architect in Fur. 


Danny Meadow Mouse is seldom credited 
with being an architect. Nevertheless, there 
are times when Danny is a very good archi- 
tect and builder. Normally he makes his 
nest—or Mrs. Danny makes it—on the sur- 
face of the ground, or just below.

Unseen Enemies of Wild Life. 


In all our consideration of the forces which 

are making for the extermination of our wild 
life, most of us are prone to entirely overlook 
certain very vital factors. For the destruc- 
tion of some of our game birds and smaller 
animals we blame chiefly the predatory birds 
and animals we class under the head of “‘ver- 
min.”’ And, of course, some of us place a 
just share On man. We quite overlook the 
part which disease and parasites have in this 
constant work of destruction. Yet the para- 
sitic insect is responsible for very great de- 
struction of higher forms of life. 
' The other day I received a small bottle— 
an ink bottle, to be exact. Within.was a thing 
which was instantly recognizable as the larva 
of some form cf fly, a thick-bodied larva, so 
black that I thought it had taken the stain 
from the ink bottle. With it came a letter, 
which was as follows: 

“Recently a cat owned by a neighbor 
brought in a chipmunk which it had killed. 
The cat’s owner happened to pick up the 
chipmunk and noticed a bunch under its 
hind quarters. He cut the skin carefully and 
found a sac. When this sac was opened this 
bug, or whatever it is, was found. . The little 
squirrel was nothing but skin and bones.” 

The larva was sent to the Smithsonian 
Institution for positive identification and it 
proved to be, as I thought it would, the larva 
of a bot-fly, of which Dr. Clark at the Smith- 
sonian says: ‘These flies are without any 
doubt the most terrible and formidable in- 
sects native to New England. They are very 
The maggots infect mostly 
rabbits and squirrels, but sometimes cats and 
dogs. In the West they have been found in 
field mice, ground squirrels and other crea- 
tures. At times they are very common in 
rabbits, where they are usually found be- 
tween the shoulders. They are also common 
in gray squirrels,” 

Undoubtedly little striped chipmunk, who 
fell a victim to 
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when the old nest is used over again. I 
have seen bluebirds destroyed by vermin in 
this same way. In the course of a year these 
unseen, small predatory creatures must be 
responsible for an appalling loss of life 
among higher species. When we add to 
these and to the larger predatory animals 
and birds, predatory man with an automatic 
gun, what wonder that some of our most 
desirable wild creatures are disappearing 
from the face of the earth. 


Noisy Skunks, 


The skunk is an animal which is generally 
supposed to make no loud noise. However, 
an old trapper has written me of hearing 
skunks scream when fighting. Here is more 
evidence. It comes from Mrs. Burt S. Chaffee, 
of Connecticut: 

“We were doing up the chores about 
dark,’’ says she, ‘“‘when we heard what sound- 
ed like a cat fight, or a cat being murdered. 
Thinking the kitten) was being hurt, we flew 
to the rescue and met a skunk, mostly black. 
Still thinking he had in some way done some- 
thing to the kitten, we ran to the barn to 
get father to come quick and kill the skunk. 
When he came he killed a nearly white 
skunk. The kitten showed up from another 
direction. We were forced to believe that 
there were two skunks—one nearly black, 
the other nearly white—having an argument 
that I have never heard equaled.”’ 

It would be interesting to hear from others 
who have any evidence to offer on the voice 
of the skunk. Undoubtedly some of our 
smaller animals have frequently been respon- 
sible for blood-curdling screams in the woods 
which have been credited to wild:cats, lynxes 
and panthers. 


A Naturalist’s Question Box. 


Mrs. E. B. Olmsted is puzzled by a small 
turtle she has, but does not recognize. She 
is sure it is not a snapper, although it snaps. 
The children say that this kind of turtle is 
called a “stink turtle’ around the pond 
where it came from, It has a small] plastron, 
or under shell, and can not draw its head 
in. The tail is very short. It is a very dark 
brown or black, with distinct yellow mark- 
ings on the head. She asks what kind of a 
turtle it is. 

Undoubtedly, Mrs. Olmsted, you have a 
musk-turtlg. The mature turtle gives of an 
unpleasant odor of musk, and for this rea- 
son is often called “‘stink-pot.”” It has a 
wide ‘range and is found from Canada to 
Florida and west to Missouri and Texas. It 
is strictly aquatic, seldom leaving the water 
except to deposit the eggs. For this reason 
it is not as well known as some other turtles. __ 
It has something of the bad temper of the 
snapping turtle, but does not throw its head 
with the quickness of the latter.

The movies, high freight rates on scenery 
and actors’ salaries may have made it in- 
creasingly difficult to ‘‘clean up in the tank 
towns,”’ but there is a string of small towns 
and hamlets along the shores of Chesapeake 
bay and the Potomac river that are bulging 
bonanzas to James Adams, the owner of the 
gpniy floating theater on the Atlantic coast. 

The writer recently came across Mr. Adams 
aboard the S. S. Playhouse, as it is known 
to the United States Department of Com- 
merce, at the little but highly prosperous 
oyster and crabbing town of St. Michaels, 
stuck up at the head of East bay on the 
‘‘Bastern Shore’’ of Maryland. 

Even at this distant Chesapeake outpost 

of the theatrical world, Mr. Adams had heard 
of the hullaballoo that has been going on in 
New York regarding the alleged unfavorable 
outlook on ‘‘the road.”’ 
‘* Mr. Adams knows nothing first hand about 
what is happening nowadays to the ‘“troup- 
ers’’ on the road, but he finds business boom- 
ing on the water. 

Adams and his wife originally were circus 
performers with an aerial act. Later Adams 
was a partner of Johnny J. Jones, now “king 
of the carnival world,’’ and a multimillion- 
ire. Then he started his own circus and 
lost his money. 

His next venture was a two-car, ten-cent 
vaudeville show in the South. He made so 
much money at this that every week two or 
three of. his company would decamp to start 
rival shows until there were more tents than 
people to patronize them. 

About this time—thirteen years ago—Mr. 
Adams, after talking the matter over with 
his wife, decided to build a sea-going theater,

director and player, and brother- 
in-law of Mr. Adams. His wife, 
Miss Beulah Adams Hunter, 
“The Mary Pickford of the Ches- 
apeake,’’ leading woman for nine 
years, is the baby sister of the 
proprietor. 

Mr. Adams does not spend 
much time on his show boat 
nowadays. He is now in the 
millionaire class, lives most of 
the time on his private yacht, 
and has delegated the business 
end of his prosperous venture to 
Selba Adams, a brother. 

Twenty-six people are on the 
pay roll—nine players, seven 
musicians and the captain, the 
others including the cook and 
candy sellers. 

The Adams Floating theater 
which began with vaudeville and 
drama quickly to find “rep’’ 
drama to be the more profitable, 
has never had a losing season 
and it has been ‘‘on the water’’ 
now for thirteen years. 

“The secret of our success,’ 
explained Mr. Hunter, “is that 
we give the people clean old 
hokum stuff. Our people don’t 
want sex plays. <A sex title might draw 
once, but the folks would never come in our 
boat again. 


“Our plays are largely about mothers and 
sweethearts, with plenty of the old lamp-in- 
the-window stuff thrown in. 


“The play with a tear is sure to be popu- 
lar. They say people like to laugh, but the 
kind of a drama that holds its popularity is 
the one that ends happily, of course, but al- 
lows the people to leave the theater, smiling 
through a mist, furtively wiping their eyes 
and declaring they ‘never enjoyed saytams so 
much ‘in their lives.’ ”’ 

To a large number of the floating theater's 
patrons the plays are very real. They watch 
the performances in the same spirit they 
would watch actual occurrences. 

One night we were playing “‘The Little Lost 
Sister.’’ .In this drama the villain lures the 
heroine away from home and takes her to a 
gay and giddy cabaret.

At the heels of the ‘“‘sergeants’’ in the 
medieval army we find the miscellaneous 
attendants and followers, called variously 
brigands, Ribalds, &c. The varlets (valerets) 
or pages were the personal attendants of the 
nobles. 

The custom of arming and equipping one 
or more men exactly like the real leader or 
king was common in medieval warfare. Often 
as many as half a dozen knights were made 
up like the king in order, as it were, to draw 
the fire of the enemy and safeguard the royal 
person. Usually they were badly mauled.

The first coat of paint or whitewash was ap- 
plied to 3,260 negro farm homes scattered 
throughout the South last year because of the 
help and encouragement given by the 177 
negro agricultural agents cooperatively em- 
ployed by the United States Department of 
Agriculture and the State colleges. Many 
negro farmers now look with pride at their 
own clean, attractive farm homes, with glass 
windows where before there were only shut- 
ters; convenient doorstep where there was 
none before; a good well which does away 
with the long tramp to the next farm for 
water, which was often polluted; a sanitary 
toilet with its added protection to the family 
and community health; and an attractive 
planting of trees and shrubbery.’

But this photographer can get 
much ‘better results if he brings along a 
graflex camera that takes action shots than he 
can with a “‘still’’ camera, that calls for a 
quiet pose, while ambitious muscles attempt 
to bulge and hog the camera.

I have a special formula, or, rather a 
program, for keeping in condition in the 
four walls of a gymnasium.

He has recently become en- 
gaged to a very sweet and simple girl who 
has persuaded herself that he is a misunder- 
stood and ill-treated character. He will un- 
doubtedly ruin her life with cruelty. He is as 
dangerous to society. aS a maniac, being 
wholly without imagination for the sufferings 
of others, devoid of any generous or sympa- 
thetic emotion, and as powerful through his 
wealth as if he owned a magic ring and a 
genie to do his bidding. He is, as I see him, 
entirely ‘the product of a loveless marriage 
and a home in which there was no affection. 
He was never moved by any emotions except 
those of fear and self-interest in his forma- 
tive years, and he never will be now.” ; 

The other stories that Mrs. Lydig tells in 
her articles are no less significant.

For nearly two decades Theodore Roose- 
velt played a prominent part in the life of a 
nation. 

We thfhk not of Roosevelt only as Presgi- 
dent, but as a reformer, traveler, writer, nat- 
uralist, bookman and athlete also. 

Like any plain-spoken man Roosevelt had 
many enemies, but this stirring the nation to 
mark out new trails in the evolution of de- 
mocracy has made people regard him as one of 
the greatest Presidents, as his name goes 
down in history. 

As a lad Roosevelt was a weakling, but by 
persistent exercise he overcame this and 
courted health and strength. 

In his early twenties Roosevelt was elected 
four times to the lower house of the New York 
State legislature. He declined to run again :

as a tenderfoot, but won the respect of the 
ranchers later with his marksmanship and

About three years later he resumed his 
public life. In 1897 McKinley appointed him 
Assistant Secretary of the Navy. He brought 
the whole department up to a higher standard 
of efficiency and also brought about a much 
needed improvement in marksmanship.
